Ferries act to avert cutbacks 


B.C. Ferry Corporation 
hopes today to head off a 
situation that could result in 
the cancellation of one of 
every three sailings Friday 
due to a strike by oil com¬ 
pany drivers. 

The crown corporation will 
seek a cease-and-desist 
order from the B.C. Labor 
Relations Board to prevent 


striking Teamsters from 
picketing its wharves in the 
event that it is forced to 
obtain fuel from three oil 
companies being struck by 
the Teamsters, a corpora¬ 
tion spokesman said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The corporation will use 
up today a special 72,000-gal¬ 
lon shipment from Shell Oil, 


which is not affected by the 
strike, and unless more fuel 
is obtained by Friday, one of 
every three sailings could be 
cut. 

The only other available 
inventories of fuel for the 
ferries are held by the struck 
Gulf, Chevron and Imperial 
companies. They are pre¬ 
pared to deliver the fuel 


with supervisory personnel, 
but that would probably re¬ 
sult in pickets at the ferry 
terminals. 

"We have to consider our 
responsibility to meet the 
demand for service placed 
on us,.” the spokesman 
said. 

Highways Minister Alex 
Fraser said Wednesday that 


many ferries are running on 
their reserve tanks and if 
fuel cannot be obtained, 
sopie will have to be taken 
out of service. 

On Tuesday, fuel short¬ 
ages caused the cancellation 
of two sailings on the Horse¬ 
shoe Bay-Langdale run to 
the Sechelt Peninsula. A 
ferry running short of fuel 


was taken out of service 
and replaced by another ship 
with fuller tanks. 

Also affected by the strike 
by delivery truck drivers are 
more than 500 B.C. Tele¬ 
phone Co. employees in Bur¬ 
naby who refused Wednes¬ 
day to cross a Teamster 
picket line at the telephone 
company headquarters in 


suburban Burnaby. The em¬ 
ployees are members of the 
Telecommunication Work¬ 
ers Union. 

A telephone company 
spokesman said .some tele¬ 
phone installations in the 
area will be delayed. 

The picket line is to pre¬ 
vent oil companies from de¬ 
livering fuel to the site.

Minister disavows

OTTAWA (CP) — Indian Affairs Minister Jake Epp 
said Wednesday that statements by Tory MP Don Blenkam 
criticizing the attitude of Indians "do not represent the 
views of the government or the Progressive Conservative 
party. 

"Mr. Blenkarn has no responsibility in the party as a 
spokesman on Indian affairs,” Epp said. 

Blenkam, in a letter to Noel Starblanket. president 
of the National Indian Brotherhood, said he is tired of 
Indians screaming that they cannot make it in this coun¬ 
try because of a lack of opportunity. 

"After all, you have been here longer than the rest of 
us.” Blenkam said in the letter. "Is there something 
mentally deficient in your attitude? “As a member of 
Parliament... I am damn tired of your screaming.” 

But Epp said he believed “Indians are anxious to as¬ 
sume more responsibilities for improving their economic 
and social wellbeing and .. . Canada's Indian population 
does have some legitimate complaints about the way it has 
been treated by previous governments."

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OTTAWA (UPC) — For¬ 
mer prime minister John 
Diefenbaker Wednesday 
criticized the sentence of 
convicted terrorists Jacques 
and Louise Cossette-Trudel, 
saying they will probably be 
out of jail "in time to vote in 
the Quebec referendum.” 

The couple was .sentenced 
in Montreal Tuesday to two 
years less a day for the 1970 
kidnapping of British diplo¬ 
mat James Cross. 

"I can’t understand the 
sentence," the Conservative 
MP said in an interview. 
"The normal penalty for 
kidnapping is eight to 10 
years. They left Canada be¬ 
cause they said our country 
was rotten and went to Cuba, 
and then from Cuba to 
France. 

"If they get time off for 
good behavior, they will be 
out of jail in time to vote in 
the Quebec referendum,” he 
said. "1 believe in leniency, 
but not to that extent.” 

He also said the sentence 
was potentially dangerous, 
because “it invited terror¬ 
ism and intolerable acts 
against the state and the 
people of Canada.”

in bell 


LERWICK. .Shetland 
Islands (AP) Rescuers 
hauled up two Americans 
who had been trapped 17 
hours in a diving bell on 
the North Sea floor but 
the British National Oil 
Corp. said later they 
were dead. 

First reports from the 
stale-run corporation 
said the men were alive 
when the bell was on the 
seabed. The company 
said later the bell’s air 
line was intact and the 
men apparently died in a 
decompression chamber. 
There was no elabora¬ 
tion. 

The company said the 
bell’s support cable 
broke early Wednesday 
as the men were examin¬ 
ing an offshore oil well 
and the bell plunged to 
the ocean floor. 170 
me'res below the sur¬ 
face. 

The divers were em¬ 
ployed by Infabco Diving 
.Services of Aberdeen and 
were working under con¬ 
tract to the corporation in 
the Thistle field 208 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of the 
Shetlands. 

An initial attempt to 
connect a cable to the bell 
failed but a second was 
successful and the bell 
was hauled up. A special 
decompression chamber 
to bring the mens’ sys¬ 
tems back to .sea level 
pressure was affixed to 
the bell. 

The deaths raised to at 
least 32 the number of 
divers who have been 
killed in the North Sea 
oilfields since operations 
there began in 1971. 


Needling rights upheld 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The case of two 
Burnaby bachelors who wanted to learn to 
fend for themselves with a needle and 
thread has been upheld by the British 
Columbia human rights branch. 

David Rogers, 28, said he and Danny 
Brown, 29, were advised in a letter from 
the branch that they could enrol in a 
sewing class offered by Albee Sewing 
Centre in Burnaby. 

The men were turned away when they 
tried to enrol in the course earlier this year 
on grounds that their presence in the 


all-woman class would be disruptive. As 
compensation, they were offered instruc¬ 
tion in mending, but took their complaint to 
the human rights branch. 

Rogers, a mechanic who has been work¬ 
ing as a restaurant headwaiter. said he 
and Brown, a security guard, expect to get 
a lot of needling from their women class¬ 
mates when the les.sons start in Septem¬ 
ber. 

”We are both divorced and as I am a 
very independent kind of person. I want to 
learn how to sew.” 


‘Help us’ 


PEKING (AP) — Hun¬ 
dreds of tattered, unem¬ 
ployed Chinese from near 
and far-flung provinces 
staged a sit-in Wednesday on 
the crimson and gold door¬ 
step of the Chinese govern¬ 
ment. Their grievances var¬ 
ied. their demand was the 
same: “Help us.” 

They were not the winter’s 
dissidents and idealists of 
“Democracy Wall” — just 
west on broad Chang An Av¬ 
enue. They didn’t talk of 
human rights. Their cry was 
for the basics: jobs, housing, 
food, righted wrongs — 
mostly jobs. 

About 400 protesters ar¬ 
rived in the morning at 
Chungnanhai, part of the im-

perial Forbidden City where 
the government sits, the 
Communist party central 
committee lives and party 
Chairman Hua Guofeng re¬ 
sides. 

They would stay, several 
vowed, until someone lis¬ 
tened to their complaints 
and did something. Most 
grievances stemmed from 
the Cultural Revolution and 
"Gang of Four” years, they 
said. 

The Gang of Four — the 
late chairman Mao Tse- 
tung’s widow and three other 
radicals — have been discre¬ 


dited and reported impri¬ 
soned. 

That era was when the 
demonstrators lost their jobs 
and loved ends and when 
they suffered persecution 
and imprisonment, they 
said. Now the times are 
changed but still they are out 
of work. 

No violence was reported 
at the gate, which bears the 
words of Mao: “Serve,.4he 
People.” 

There was no official com¬ 
ment and protesters said 
they hatFnot been permitted 


to see any Communist Party 
or government officials. 

By 9 p.m. local time, the 
number of protesters had 
dwindled to about 150, who 
sat quietly, talking, smoking 
and fanning themselves in 
the thick heat. Thousands of 
curious bicyclists and other 
passersby converged on the 
midsummer night’s scene 
not far from Tien An Men 
Square. But they were kept 
moving and at a distance by ' 
a handful of soldiers and 
about 30 policemen in 
white. 

The building has been the 


focus of other demonstra¬ 
tions by disgruntled citizens. 
The last was in December. 

Wednesday’s protesters 
were a shabby, tired and 
soiled lot, the pockets of dis¬ 
content in what is billed as 
new socialist China. They 
have become the street peo¬ 
ple of Peking, itinerant pro¬ 
testers who made their pil¬ 
grimages from as far away 
as Xinjiang and Qinhai prov¬ 
inces.

'Redress an injustice,' say some signs of protestors 
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Japan takes 43 Viets—^temporarily 


Agtflct Franct-Prtut 
TOKYO — Japan, one of 
the world’s economic sup- 
werpowers, has taken on 
temporarily only 43 refugees 
from Indochina as against 
about 600 admitted perman¬ 
ently so far by Canada. 

The Japanese government 
has set a quota of SOO refu¬ 
gees for temporary stay in 
the months ahead while Ot¬ 
tawa has said that until 1980 
it would admit a total of 
'liO.OOO on a 50-50 basis be¬ 


tween private and govern¬ 
ment sensors. 

Official estimates show 
that there are more than 
160,000 refugees from Indo¬ 
china in various camps 
throughout Southeast Asia. 

Besides Canada, the Unit¬ 
ed States, Britain,. France, 
West Germany, Italy, China, 
Thailand, Hong Kong and a 
few other countries already 
have admitted thousands of 
the refugees. 


Tokyo's attitude toward 
the refugee problem 
prompted the nationally-cir¬ 
culated newspaper Malnichi 
to comment this week: 
“Japan Is isolating itself 
from the rest of the world.” 

Yasushi Murazumi, the 
.secretary-general of the in- 
terministerial Co-ordination 
Council for Refugees which 
is attached to the prime min¬ 
ister's office, disagrees with 
the newspaper's comment. 

He pointed out Wednesday 


that Japan is a small and 
densely-populated country 
but reiterated his govern¬ 
ment’s stand that Japan “is 
always willing to grant tem¬ 
porary asylum to refugees 
picked up at sea while they 
await acceptance by a third 
country.” 

The Tok^o branch of Unit¬ 
ed Nations High Commis¬ 
sioner’s Office for Refugees 
said this meant Tokyo would 
grant the refugees tem¬ 
porary stay in Japan provid-

REGINA (CP)-Rain, 
hail and winds gusting to 
117 kmh battei^ north¬ 
ern and eastern residen¬ 
tial areas of Regina Wed¬ 
nesday evening, tearing 
off roofs and flipping mo¬ 
bile homes.

A late-model car 
parked beside a restau¬ 
rant was flattened to the 
top of the .seats when the 
heavy restaurant sign 
feli on it. 


Air-born refugee baby 
abandoned by mother 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 13-day-old 
baby abandoned last week by her I8-year- 
uld Vietnamese refugee mother now is in 
the care of provincial human resources 
ministry workers. 

The baby girl was bom aboard a Cana¬ 
dian Forces flight from Hong Kong that 
arrived in Vancouver July 27. making it 
automatically a Canadian citizen. 

Murray Perry, immigration depart¬ 
ment spokesman, said W^nesday the wi¬ 
dowed mother, Nguyen Kiet Anh, refused 
to care for the child. When she flew to 


Toronto with her family, the infant was left 
in Vancouver. 

The family escaped from Haiphong 
Feb. 12. but the baby's father, who stayed 
behind, was later reported missing and is 
presumed to have died at sea. 

Perry said Oriental customs mean the 
mother, as a single parent, would have 
little chance of remariying. 

The immigration department was un¬ 
successful in persuading her to take re¬ 
sponsibility for the baby or attend counsel¬ 
ling sessions, he said.

These programs would 
have to be specifically dedi¬ 
cated to improving the deliv¬ 
ery of health care to rural 
people.

says. 

Deagle eventually went 
back to his alma mater, the 
University of Western On¬ 
tario medical school, for a 
two-month retraining course 
in obstetrics.

He took his three daugh¬ 
ters with him to the sit-in. 
The eldest. Chao Lien Hua, 
15, said: “What reason do I 
have to be happy, we have no 
money, no friends. We beg 
for alms and live on the 
street.” 

Their father spoke of “re¬ 
dressing our wrongs” and 
said he wanted a job. 

But jobs in China are 
scarce. About 7.5 million 
persons are unemployed. 
Many educated youths who 
return from the countryside 
can't find work in the cities. 
And China is rethinking its 
phase-out of countryside 
duty. 


The standard of medical

The UN office said it paid 
the 43 refugees staying tem¬ 
porarily in Japan about $4

Spanish-born Isamu Ando, 
a naturalized Japanese Je¬ 
suit priest who runs the Asia 
Relations Centre at Sophia 
University in Tokyo, blames 
this lack of public interest in 
the refugees on the Japanese 
tradition of hostility toward 
foreigners and the absence 
of humanitarian tradition in 
Japanese culture and educa¬ 
tional system. 

"Life is hard in Japan 
where people have to work 
long and hard.” Rev. Ando 
.said. “Competition is a way 
of life here whether it be in 
education, career or pene¬ 
tration into foreign mar¬ 
kets.” 

More than 600 students 
from South Vietnam, Laos 
and Cambodia lost their na¬ 
tional status in the spring of 
1975 when Communists took 
over their countries. 

The students do not have 
refugee status and are con¬ 
sidered stateless aliens in 
Japan. They are in Japan on 
the strength of special visas 
renewable every six months. 
The government has said re¬ 
cently that this period soon 
would be lengthened to one 
year. 

It is difficult for them to 
find jobs and. without pass¬ 
ports the students cannot 
leave the country. If they 
marry, their children are 
considered stateless because 


Japanese laws stipulate that 
children born of foreign 
fathers are not entitled to 
have Japanese citizenship.

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Where unions 
don’t belong 


HUMAN BEHAVIOR often Involves double 
standards. A little honest self-analysis will 
reveal time and again that we are quite content 
doing some things which we wouldn’t tolerate 
when done by other people. Yet there’s a 
fundamental fairness in the old cliche; "what’s 
sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander.’’ 

In a democracy, the use of force Is 
assigned alone to the state and its agents, like 
the police. We even curb the activities of 
businesses where they are deemed to be "in 
restraint of trade.’’ Why is it then that we 
tolerate laws which permit a labor union in 
a contract dispute with an employer to deprive 
the public of services not involved in the dis¬ 
pute? 

To be .specific, we have a situation where 
the Teamsters Union, in a contract dispute with 
employers, talks of picketing the ferry ter¬ 
minals, of halting what many people in this 
province (not to mention many visitors) regard 
as an essential service. And the union repre¬ 
senting ferry and marine workers says it will 
honor such a picket line. 

Just in passing, how many of the men and 
women who run the ferries want to stop work 
under such circumstances? Does anyone ask 
them? Is there a vote taken? Silly questions. 

.Some union people will of course deny that 
picketing can ever be classified as the “use of 
force.’’ One might as well insist that the gun¬ 
boat diplomacy of another era wasn’t the use of 
force because the guns were seldom fired. 

Please — we are not against unions. Just 
their'abuses. To be critical of the flaws in our 
current labor law isn’t to be against unionism, 
any more than one can be called an enemy of 
the church for criticizing The Inquisition. 


Times change, 
crimes don’t 

IF A JUDGE BELIEVES a crime committed 
nine years ago would have deserved a 10-year 
sentence at that time, what should conviction 
for the .same crime be worth today? 

Logic suggests the judge would conclude it 
still deserved 10 years in jail. After all, the 
crime hasn’t changed, just the occasion for 
sentencing. But Chief Sessions Judge Yves 
Mayrand decided in a Montreal courtroom this 
week that a more appropriate sentence for 
Jacques and Louise Cossette-Tnidel is two 
years less a day in prison. 

The Cossette-Trudels had a hand in the 
FLQ terrorist kidnapping of British diplomat 
James Cross in 1970. That incident, combined 
with the murder of Quebec Labor Minister 
Pierre Laporte, produced the October Crisis, 
certainly the most disturbing political event in 
our country’s modem history. 

Using the life of Mr. Cross as their bar¬ 
gaining counter, the Cossette-Trudels, among 
others, were granted safe passage to Cuba. 
They voluntarily returned to Canada earlier 
this year from exile In France, then pleaded 
guilty in court to a share in kidnapping, con¬ 
spiracy and forcible detention of Mr. Cross. 

Mr. Ju.stice Mayrand said in passing sen¬ 
tence that if the accused had been convicted 
back in 1970, the prison term would have been 
at least 10 years in view of the social upheaval 
of the time. 

He appears to have taken into account a 
suggestion that those years in exile were some¬ 
how equivalent to time in prison. 

If that were really so, why don’t we simply 
ship our criminals out on the first boat to 
anywhere after they are convicted? The arith¬ 
metic, not to mention the reasoning behind 
sentencing of the Cossette-Trudels is curious, to 
put it kindly. 


A different challenge confronts the U.S. 


WASHINGTON — In thinking about 
the country's leadership problem, the 
first commandment is not to imagine 
an heroic past. 

No doubt there has recentiy taken 
place a diffusion of authority in 
America. But the United States has 
never had a national elite. Nor, in 
peacetime at least, did the country 
ever need, nearly as much as it does 
now. a strong capacity to make deci¬ 
sions in one place. 

A half-forgotten classic pubiished In 
1956 — The Power Elite by C. Wright 
Mills — provides a good guide to the 
once, present and future leadership of 
the U.S. In that book. Prof. Mills ad¬ 
vanced the theory that the country w as 
run by a national alliance of corporate 
executives and labor barons who used 
as auxiliaries the political bosses and 
military brass. 

Today such a view would evoke 
hoots of hysterical laughter. It Is sug¬ 
gestive that of the more than 130 
leaders invited by President Carter to 
the domestic summit at Camp David, 
only 10 came from the ranks of in¬ 
dustrial corporations and industrial 
labor. There w as only one person from 
organization politics, and not a sin¬ 
gle military man. 

The fact Is that that part of the 
country primarily concemM with pro¬ 
ducing goods - the group I have called 
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Big America - has lost confidence and 
standing. Their place in the forefront 
has been taken by persons primarily 
concerned with improving the quality 
of life - a group I have called Little 
America. It Is suggestive that 37 of the 
people invited to Camp David came 
from academia, the media and the 
clergy. Of the 10 mayors present, five 
were blacks. 

The change in emphasis from Big 
America to Little America defines the 
recent diffusion of authority. The 
circle of people who can make things 
happen has grown wider. Connections 
between leaders and followers are at¬ 
tenuated. Isolated individuals, celebri¬ 
ties, count for more than those who 
wield the levers of economic power. 

But if there has been a softening, a 
salonification of the American estab¬ 
lishment, it is not as though the 
system was ever very light. To be 
sure, there have been identifiable 
power structures in many places. New 
York City had. and has, an establish¬ 
ment. So does Boston and Philadelphia 
and Richmond and Charleston and 
Memphis and Chicago and Detroit and 
Cleveland, and Houston and Minne¬ 
apolis and St. Louis and Denver and 



Same encouraging decisions 
from the Clark government 



OTTAWA - At least a 
dozen times in the past few 
days I've been asked how 1 
thought the 
new govern- 
m e n t is 
doing. My 
reply is 
usually a 
Gallic shrug, 
embellished 
with a mealy 
one-liner 
like "It's too 
soon to 
tell." 

Of the comments I’ve 
heard on the subject, the 
most perceptive came from 
the Science Council of Can¬ 
ada’s John Shepherd who, 
when asked about seemingly 
irreconcilable statements by 
various members of the 
Clark administration, sim¬ 
ply said, “It's settling in." 

If Sinclair Stevens says the 
Liberals left a bigger fiscal 
deficit than anyone had ima¬ 
gined and the whimsical fi¬ 
nance minister, John Cros- 
bie, says exactly the 
opposite, a credibility gap 
occurs. But that could be Just 
part of the process of the 
left-fielders and right-field¬ 
ers testing their share of the 
sod. as the power structure 
and pecking order are slowly 
but inexorably sorted out. 

Actually, it was quite 
amusing to watch the press 
react to John Crosbie at his 
news conference a few days 
ago. During the election 
campaign, jaundiced jour¬ 
nalists didn't take Joe 
Clark's long string of elec¬ 
tion promises too seriously, 
but accepted them as the 
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political equivalent of 
“Marry me and live happily 
ever after" — the kind of 
thing one would expect from 
an ardent suitor. Still, when 
Crosbie pointed out. realisti¬ 
cally, that the honeymoon 
would have to be postponed 
until the baby's shoes had 
been paid for, newsmen ap¬ 
peared to be surprised, al¬ 
most stunned. 

Some of the government’s 
decisions have been quite 
encouraging. They were 
wise in halting the move of 
government offices out of 
the capital to various small 
centres across the country. 
Decentralization of services 
is great in theory but. based 
on experience in other coun¬ 
tries, it’s usually more costly 
and cumbersome. I only 
wish they had acted quickly 
and reversed the plan to 
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Selected bv Rev. Wm. van Druten, 
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The question “Who ought 
to be boss?" is like asking 
"who ought to be the tenor in 
the quartet? Obviously, the 
man who can sing tenor.

move Veterans' Affairs to 
Charlottetown. 

They also get a plus on my 
scoreboard for disbanding 
the National Commission on 
Inflation. As a journalist, I 
found some of the Commis¬ 
sion's releases interesting 
and useful. But as a taxpay¬ 
er. I don't think we were 
getting our money’s worth. 
If a government doesn't in¬ 
tend to do anything about 
inflation, why pretend that it 
does? And is it right to spend 
$-1 million a year to legiti¬ 
mize the pretence? Having 
taken the plunge on this one, 
Stevens and his troopers 
should look for other r^un- 
dant or semi-redundant or¬ 
ganizations to disband (the 
Economic Council of Can¬ 
ada, perhaps?). 

of all the government’s 
moves to date, perhaps the 
most coldly rational from its 
point of view was postponing 
the opening of Parliament to 
Oct. 9. Of course, the Opposi¬ 
tion is outraged because it's 
the longest hiatus since the 
turn of the century. Even the 
inveterate John Diefenbaker 
has scolded Clark (or the 
affront to Parliament. 

The fact is, however, that 
members of the new admin¬ 
istration are stiil not knowl¬ 
edgeable enough to stand up 
to an inform^ Opposition. 
Perhaps by October they will 
have completed their prim¬ 
er. Can you imagine what 
would have happened if the 
House had been in session 
when the embassy in Israel 
fiasco was front and centre? 
Clark and his boys (and girl) 
would have looked like those 
secret documents that went 
through the paper shred¬ 
der. 

The postponement has 
given the government time 
to learn, to think and to plan. 
We will get the results in the 
Speech from the Throne, fol¬ 
lowed by Crosbie's first bud¬ 
get. That will be the time to 
j udge whether or not the new 
boys have set the ship of 
state on a new and steady 
course or whether the wheel 
is still spinning like a top. - 
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San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

But the peculiar feature of this 
country — a quality that sets our na¬ 
tional life apart from that of Britain 
and France and the Soviet Union 
and Japan — Is that nobody ever put it 
all together here. There is not, and 
there never has been, a national estab¬ 
lishment. There is not. and there never 
has been, a power elite. 

One sign of the difference is that 
this country has no equivalent of what 
Oxford and Cambridge do in Britain, 
or the grandes ecoles In France, or the 
Communist party in Russia, or Tokyo 
University in Japan. The would-be 
elite on the East coast of this country 
may go to the Ivy League schools. 
But in Michigan and in 'Texas and in 
California they go to excellent univer¬ 
sities in Ann Arbor or Austin or Berke¬ 
ley or Palo Alto. There Is not, in 
ihe U.S., even an Institution for na¬ 
tionalizing an elite. 

This hole in the system didn’t mat¬ 
ter much for most of our national life. 
The task of settling a continent and 
rapidly developing a modem economy 
was well left to the uncoordinated 
efforts of different power centers. In 


times of peril the country was slow to 
react, but once the challenge became 
dramatic — as in the Second World 
War — the response was overwhelm¬ 
ing. 

Now, however, a different kind of 
challenge confronts the U.S. The coun¬ 
try's Industrial society, with its mil¬ 
lions of jobs In major cities, is threa¬ 
tened. Part of the threat comes from 
excessive demands put upon the sys¬ 
tem by the environmentalists, con¬ 
sumer advocates and minority groups. 
Part comes from abroad in the form of 
dizzying rises in the price of oil and 
increasinrfy stiff competition in heavy 
industry from Japan, West Germany 
and other countries. 

Meeting the so-called energy eco¬ 
nomic crisis does not merely mean 
giving up joy-riding on Saturday night. 
It does not mean saving Chrysler or 
selling it off to foreigners. It means 
re-industrializing the country ~ laying 
down a new transport system and re¬ 
furbishing such basic industries as 
steel and autos. 

That task, of course, requires lead¬ 
ership. But it is not the kind of anti- 
system leadership offered by Presi¬ 
dent Carter and Little America. It is a 
leadership rooted in Big America - but 
on a scale and in a detail such as we 
have never before known in this coun¬ 
try. 


The old order swaps places 
and India’s problems linger 


NEW DELHI - Installing 
a new leader in India, one of 
the same political vintage as 
former Prime .Minister 
Morarji Desai, is of itself of 
little consequence to the 
country’s future. A more 
relevant question is: will the 
new leadership help change 
Ihe barren character of poli¬ 
tics to the benefit of the non¬ 
participant majority? 

Any analysis of the recent 
political crisis must begin 
with the premise that this 
phenomenon is not new in 
India. It was manifested 
through 17 years of Nehru's 
enlightened leadership as an 
endemic inability to alter in 
any appreciable way the 
prevailing socio-economic 
order, despite the commit¬ 
ment of the ruling Congress 
Party to social change and 
an impressive build-up of the 
national economy In the 
aggregate. 

The subsequent years — a 
year and a half under 
Shaslri, Ihe next 11 years of 
Indira Gandhi's tortuous 
rule, followed by Desai's two 
years and more of non-per¬ 
formance — have been 
marked by a slowdown in the 
rate of growth and a sharp¬ 
ening of inequalities. 

The Increase In popula¬ 
tion. the overgrowth of 
bureaucracy, the rise in un¬ 
productive expenditure in¬ 
cluding military spending, 
and the huge leakage of pub¬ 
lic funds through corruption 
are obvious factors contri¬ 
buting to this dual down¬ 
trend. But it is the function of 
a responsible administration 
to prevent and reverse it. 
Successive governments 
seem unable to promote the 
process of development or 
the principle of justice. 

One reason for this has 
been the leadership of aged, 
often ailing, men. Desai is tb 
his 80s and fit but his endur¬ 
ance was over-rated. Charan 
Singh, the new prime minis¬ 
ter, is only a few years youn¬ 
ger and thought to be in no 
physical shape to take the 
strain of high office. 

Y. B. Chavan, leader of the 
Congress Party who has 
been named deputy prime 
minister, is not exactly 
young, and he damaged his 
credibility as a pliant pillar 
of Mrs. Gandhi's transient 
dictatorship. The lady her¬ 
self, at 61, is out of Par¬ 
liament and. unless the 
political change works to her 
unexpected advantage, may 
find her way through the 
courts of law into jail. 

We might turn to the na¬ 
ture of Indian politics for an 
understanding of the present 
crisis. Elections are held 
once in five years, or of- 
tener, in the states and at the 
federal center but the effec¬ 
tive say is limited to a thin 
upper stratum of the society. 
It is easy to keep 70 per cent 
of the people, who cannot 
read or write, outside the 
pale of public decision-mak¬ 
ing. Most of them in any case 
are busy trying to keep body 
and soul together. 

This social pattern, famil¬ 
iar in the southern hemi¬ 
sphere, is in India criss¬ 
crossed by numerous lines 
separating subnational cul¬ 
tures, religious communities 
and linguistic groups. What 
could be an enriching diver¬ 
sity tends to become a nebu¬ 
lous plurality. Add to this a

medley of small but power¬ 
ful economic interest groups 
feeding and fed by channels 
of corruption, and politics — 
in a democratic sense — is 
rendered self-defeating. 

A way out of this mire can 
come through an activist 
political ideology, working 
as an engine of social 
change. No party can hope in 
the Indian context to ad¬ 
vance its purpose or get the 
country moving without an 
ideologically consistent pro¬ 
gram of action and a cadre 
of workers in its cause. Yet 
the ruling Janata Party has 
tried, in the manner of its 
Congress predecessor, to 
make do without an ide¬ 
ology, a program or a 
cadre. 

All that it has to show for 
its achievement is the lifting 
of the repressive measures 
of Mrs. Gandhi’s regime. 
The coming of the Desai gov¬ 
ernment was not the conse¬ 
quence of any change in the 
nature of society or in the 
character of politics. Nor 
has any change come as its 
consequence. 

Desai's contribution over 
the past two years mainly 
has been a series of time- 
bound promises: he would 
tame inflation, remove un- 
touchability, prohibit drink¬ 
ing, effect land reform, get 
water to all the half million 
villages, tap the irrigation 
potential to the full, elimi¬ 
nate unemployment and so 
on — the target date ranging 
between anything from four 
months to 15 years. 

These personalized prom¬ 
ises, some of them already 
broken and the rest Improly 
able, are a laughable carica¬ 
ture of his party's election 
manifesto. In the absence of 
a credible program the 
political leaders have had 
nothing much to engage 
themselves in except to pre¬ 


side over a slovenly admin¬ 
istration and to play a con¬ 
tinuous game of toppling 
each other from power. 

But the prognosis Is not 
cheerless. India's political 
education proceeds apace, 
even as Ihe political masters 
refuse to be educated. The 
bunch of old-timers, better 
described as "no-changers." 
will have to depart the scene 
before a new crop can 
emerge with a firmer com¬ 
mitment to action for 
change.

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia - 
Nearly 1,000 years ago, Leif 
Eriksson sailed past Nova 
Scotia. He didn't even stop. 

He probabiy was the iast 
one nut to recognize the pen¬ 
insula's strategic location 
for ocean travel. But then, 
the maps weren't so good in 
the year 1000. 

Fortunately, they are bet¬ 
ter now, and Nova Scotia has 
made a history of capitaliz¬ 
ing on its ties to the sea. 
From clipper ships to con¬ 
tainer ships, the Atlantic has 
played a vital part in the 
commerce of this province. 

TODAY, IN the era of su¬ 
per giant oil tankers and a 
revived awareness of the 
ocean’s resources, the pro- 
\ince is finding new poten¬ 
tial in the sea. 

“In a way we are returning 
to the sea,” said an official 
of Industrial Estates Ltd., a 
provincialiy owned corpora¬ 
tion set up In 1957 to encour¬ 
age outside Investment to 
Nova Scotia. “A century ago 
in the days of the clipper 
ships this province thrived 
on the sea. Now we are look¬ 
ing to the sea again — not 
just to the fisheries but to the 
development of advanced 
oceanographic technology — 
as a growth area for the '80s 
and '90s.'' 

THE PROVINCE also Is 
looking to Its ports. Including 
a thriving container port in 
Halifax harbor and the lar¬ 
gest ice-free deep-water port 
in North America, situated 
in the Strait of Canso — big 
enough for the largest of the 
supertankers man has been 
able to build. 

Rut Nova Scotia is looking 
in other directions as well. It 
is looking under the ocean 
floor,» here vast reserves of 
coal arc being lapped; in the 
woods, where thick forests 
have the potential to triple 
their production; in mines, 
where gypsum, salt, lead 
and zinc offer new or contin¬ 
ued sources of income; and 
10 a skilled work force and to 
large industrial parks avail¬ 
able for new factories. 

NOVA SCOTIA docs not 
make heavy demands on its 
own production. With a popu¬ 
lation of 850.000 in an area 
slightly smaller than West 
Virginia, the province de¬ 
pends heavily on export 
markets. W'lth an unemploy¬ 
ment rale of 10.6 per cent, it 
would like to sell more to 
foreigners than it does. Even 
so, Its unemployment is the 
lowest of the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces. 

Nova Scotia’s overall eco¬ 
nomic growth rate In 1978 
was 3.4 per cent, the same 
as that of Canada as a whole. 
It outperformed the nation, 
however, in retail spending, 
capital investment, manu-

factoring shipments, ex¬ 
ports and the addition of new 
jobs. Also, consumer price 
increases have been below 
the Canadian inflation rate 
for two years in a row, 

AI.THOCGH THE pros 
ince can perform better than 
Canada in some areas, the 
overall performance of Can¬ 
ada and the United States is 
the key to provincial for¬ 
tunes. America, for in¬ 
stance, buys about half of 
Nova .Scotia's fish and 67 per 
cent of all its exports. 

The province depends con- 
siderably on Canadian 
“equalization payments," 
the federal government's 
system of sharing the wealth 
of the richer provinces with 
the not-so-rich. 

"Equalization payments 
are the lifeblood of Nova 
Scotia.” Premier John Bu¬ 
chanan says. "Without them 
we'd be dead ducks." His 
province's share of these 
payments for the 1979-80 fis¬ 
cal .vear is $400 million, he 
said. 

THE PROVINCE also has 
turned to the federal gov¬ 
ernment for help in the long- 
range development of its po¬ 
tential. In 1974, says Armand 
Plnard, director of strategy 
for the Nova Scotia Depart¬ 
ment of Development, the 
province signed a “general 
development agreement" 
with the Canadian federal 
government. 

Since the agreement was 
signed. Nova ^otla has been 
able to commit the federal 
government to $350 million 
in development assistance. 
It is "in the process of nego¬ 
tiating another $100 mil¬ 
lion.'' Plnard says, and 
hopes to win an additional 
$100 million in a few years. 

"So we’re looking at over 


half a billion dollars coming 
into Nova Scotia,” he said. 
This money covers some 10 
specific areas of develop¬ 
ment, including: 

* Mineral development, 
providing up-to-date inven¬ 
tory of the province’s min¬ 
eral resources. This already 
yielded one key benefit, Pln¬ 
ard said, by helping find 
"very substantial" new coal 
reserves off Cape Breton, 
and large lead and zinc de¬ 
posits in the Gays River 
area, northeast of Halifax. 

* Metropolitan Halifax 
development, to help revital¬ 
ize the historical sites and 
the shipping and fishing fa¬ 
cilities of the Halifax area. 

* Development of deep¬ 
water port and industrial 
facilities in the Strait of 
Can.so area.

* An agreement meant to 
help open new agricultural 
lands. 

* Financing for new in¬ 
dustrial parks in the “corri¬ 
dor areas” that link the prov¬ 
ince's main cities, Amherst, 
Truro, Halifax, Bridgewater 
and Picton. 

* Tourism development, 
designed to build on a con¬ 
cept of “zone destination 


areas in Nova Scotia so we 
don't have traffic flowing 
through and not doing any¬ 
thing. We want to make sure 
there are places to stop and 
stay,” Pinard said. 

* Forestry research, "In¬ 
tended to Insure we have 
more productive foresU.” A 
forest development program 
"could triple the annual pro¬ 
duction of our forests over 


the next 40 years,” Pinard 
noted. 

* Energy conservation 
aid to help Industries make 
energy-saving investments 
in their production pro¬ 
cesses. 

DESPITE ALL these 
movements. Nova Scotia 
still looks to the sea as the 
key to Its economic future. 


The bulk of the economy is 
related to the sea — as it has 
been ever since the French 
started settling here over 3M 
years ago. 

The largest industry in 
Nova Scotia, a steel com¬ 
pany, employs about 3,000 
people. Yet fishing is respon¬ 
sible for more than 20,000 
jobs, Buchanan pointed out. 

One of the things he hopes 


to do to help the fishing 
industry is set up a system of 
long-term loans at preferred 
interest rates and amend the 
tax laws with respect to busi¬ 
ness to provide more incen¬ 
tive for investment. These 
loans and tax breaks would 
be particularly beneficial to 
the fishermen — especially 
as they reap the fruits of the 
200-milc limit.

Old habits die hard and none has shown a greater 
resilience than our preoccupation with the user-pay 
principle. 

But the recently-announced free downtown bus 
sen'ice shows that even the oldest habits can be bro¬ 
ken. 

At the heart of it Is the conviction that every service 
is worth its fair price and that those availing themselves 
of a particular service ought to pay for it. 

The principle is still sound with regard to services 
that could be considered a luxury. If you want to go on a 
world cruise, you should be prepared to pay the price. 

But what of necessities? What about services we 
can’t do without? What about services that are consider¬ 
ed a desirable alternative, services we want people to 
make use of? 

What about public transportation? 

For years, we have recognized the importance of 
public transportation systems. The politicians have told 
us so, the environmentalists have said so, and the 
energy experts have warned us that public transporta¬ 
tion is the only way to go. 

DWINDUNG ENERGY SOURCES, cities choked 
by automobile fumes, and an inordinate demand on the 
public purse to serve the needs of the automobile have 
hammered the message home: Get people out of their 
cars and into buses. 

But all the talk about the need for public transporta¬ 
tion has been just that, talk. And the biggest obstacle in 
the way of an innovative public transportation policy 
has been the user-pay principle. 

As the cost of running its bus system increased, 
B.C. Hydro raised fares. Every time fares went up, B.C. 
Hydro lost riders which, in turn, increased the costs 
which, in turn, would drive the fares up. 

Rather than offering Incentives to get people out of 
their cars, B.C. Hydro punished the bus users. 

I suppose eventually there would be one lonely bus 
passenger left who would have to foot the system's 
entire budget just to get from Oak Bay to downtown. 

But the financial wizards and transportation ex¬ 


perts at B.C. Hydro wouldn't listen to such heresy. The 
user was going to continue to have to pay for the 
privilege of using buses and that was that. 

FEW CAUSES ENJOYED finer lip service and it 
looked as though public transportation would never be 
able to shift into higher gear. 

Enter Victoria Aid. William Tindall with an an¬ 
nouncement that starting Sept. 1, bus transportation in 
downtown Victoria would be free of charge. At long last, 
the u.ser-pay principle was showing signs of stress. 

Tindall is the city’s representative on the Urban 
Transit Authority. He worked out the scheme with UTA 
planners and he believes that it could go a long way 
toward helping public transportation come Into its 
own. 

That might be an understatement. Being able to 
ride any bus in downtown Victoria without having to 
fork over half a dollar can't help but become a suc¬ 
cess. 

Of course, it would be naive to expect everybody to 
leave their cars at home starting Sept. 1, but some will 
do just that. 

THE FREE BUSES should also be popular with the 
lunch-hour shoppfc who work downtown and use their 
noon break to maxe a few purchases. Many of them hop 
into their cars now to drive to a department store. It’s 
cheaper than taking a bus. 

But If it’s a case of driving, finding a parking spot or 
paying the fee at a parkade versus boarding a bus at no 
cost, I believe the bus will win, 

A similar scheme has been in operation in Seattle 
for several years with spectacular success. There is no 
reason why it shouldn't work here. 

It’s innovative programs such as this that are 
needed to introduce North Americans to the advantages 
of public transportation. 

Tindall has been asked whether the scheme Is an 
election gimmick. If it Is, let’s have more gimmicks. 
And if it enhances Tindall’s chances in November’s 
mayoralty race, that's fine, too.

CALGARY (CP) — Dissatisfied members of the Cana¬ 
dian Federation of Independent Business announced Wed¬ 
nesday they have established a new organization to fight 
government interference more vigorously.

Weaker pound provides relief for Thatcher & Co.

BRUSSELS, Belgium — 
The British pound has been 
the summer's best per¬ 
former Ui the world curren¬ 
cy markets, rising on the 
strength of British interest 
rates, the development of 
North Sea oil find the tight 
money policies of the new 
Conservative government. 

But there was a limit, and 
the pound apparentiy has 
passed its peak vaiue and 
has settled into a decline. 

"Many peopfe paid no at¬ 
tention to the negative fac¬ 
tors,” one banker said. “The 
price of sterling had been 


rising on its own momen¬ 
tum. . .When some people 
decided to take the profits, it 
didn’t take long to reverse 
the trend.” 

The pound continued a re¬ 
cent downward slide Wed¬ 
nesday, closing about S per 
cent below its July rate 
against the other major 
world currencies. Late last 
month, the pound was selling 
for$2.94 U.S., its highest rate 
since the second half of 1975, 
but is now below $2.22 ($2.60 
Canadian). 

According to several mon¬ 
etary experts, the new de¬ 
cline in the pound is likely to 
continue as investors con¬ 
vert the other moneys or

They’re smarting at the Vancouver Stock 
Exchange over the fact that the BCRIC “baby” 
that’s been so long awaited has been quickly 
parcelled off to Toronto where the big boys are. 
But you’ll never get anybody to admit it. The 
Toronto listing wasn’t supposed to happen for 
at least a month.

A sharp rise in wholesale 
prices this week may have 
helped depress the pound’s 
value. Another new statistic 
which apparently caused 
some second thoughts 
among traders, was the sUe 
of the Bank of England’s 
intervention during July, 
which caused a quick fall in 
sterling’s value when it was 
published last week. 

"With more negative eco¬ 
nomic news expected, we 
think sterling Is in for a 
choppy time,’’ a banker 
siad. 

For the still-new govern¬ 
ment of Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, the 
strength of the pound is a 
mixed blessing. 

The phenomenon is an en¬ 
dorsement in her govern¬ 


ment’s policy of cutting 
spending and holding firm 
controls on the money supply 
in order to bring inflation 
under control and provide 
the basis for healthier eco¬ 
nomic growth. A higher 
pound means lower prices 
for imported goods and less 
upward pressure on prices. 

At the same time, how¬ 
ever, an expensive pound en¬ 
courages Britons to buy 
more imported goods and to 
lake more vacations outside 
the country. The prices of 
British exports go up. put¬ 
ting the balance of payments 
deeper Into deficit. 

The government ap¬ 
parently is willing to let the 
pound drift downward in the 
hope that this will benefit the 
economy by encouraging ex¬ 
ports and restraining im¬ 
ports. 

In this atmospehre, the 


rising sales of North Sea oil 
can continue to strengthen 
the country's trade balance 
without giving an excessive 
boost to the export side of the 
ledger. 

The government also has 
relaxed its controls on for¬ 
eign investments by British 
institutions. 

This step provides an out¬ 
let for the big balances 
which piled up in London 
banks with the rise of ster¬ 
ling. 


Much of the new money 
was moved to London by the 
Arab oil producing countries 
and other investors disillu¬ 
sioned with U.S. economic 
policies and the state of the 
U.S. dollar. 

The new trend away from 
the pound has helped the 
dollar modestly but the Brit¬ 
ish are more concerned with 
the value of sterling against 
the broad range of trading 
currencies. 


While some experts be¬ 
lieve the pound may fall to as 
low as $2, others believe the 
London government will use 
an index of the pound's value 
against other currencies for 
finding a sustainable value. 

This effort will help deter¬ 
mine whether Britain will 
join the European Monetary 
System which now includes 
the other eight members of 
the European Common Mar¬ 
ket, before the end of the 
year.

City alderman accuses Glazier of lack of leadership 



Wright 

,.. region drifting

Victoria Aid. Robert Wright bitterly criticized colleague 
Aid. Murray Glazier Wednesday for what he called a lack of 
leadership in his role as chairman of the Capital Region 
Board. 

Wright told reporters after Wednesday's meeting he had 
been concerned for some time about the direction In which 
the board Is drifting, and cited a number of reasons for his 
concern. 

Among them were: 

• The pending litigation between the region board 
,and Saanich over the Tillicum shopping centre; 

• The possibility of Saanich suing the region over its 
granting of a sewage discharge permit to a developer 
at Ten-Mile Point; 

• The region’s suit against engineers connected with 
the Clover Point sewage outfall and a counter-suit by the 
engineers against the board; 

• A possible court case against the board by land 
owners in the Highlands against the proposed rezon¬ 
ing bylaw for the area. 

Wright said the region board is a “dripping roast 
and the lawyers are carving off slices at the taxpayers’ 
expense.” 

“I BELIEVE WE are lacking in leadership by the 
board, particularly from the chairman. Rather than show¬ 
ing leadership he is trying to accommodate Irath sides. 

"Perhaps this is getting to be the silly season with all 
the politicians looking for re-election and perhaps this is 


the reason for some of the things we have been doing 
lately." 

Wright said Glazier had no right to call an oil port infor¬ 
mation hearing using the Capital Region’s staff and 
offices. "I am surprised he did not appoint a foreign 
minister as well. 

“We seem to be dealing a lot with the glossy political 
things rather than dealing with the issues.” 

Wright said he could not understand why Glazier ab¬ 
sented himself from discussions and voting on the Clo¬ 
ver Point issue in January because he is a professional 
engineer, then turned around and voted on Clover Point 
matters at last week’s meeting. 

RE CRITICIZED GLAZIER for not pressing ahead with 
a proposal by Oak Bay Aid. Shirley Dowell that the oil 
tank farms be located underground. (Glazier told last 
week’s meeting that the oil tank farms were the oil com¬ 
panies’ business, not the Capital Region’s.) 

“I believe we are here to look after the welfare of the 
people of the area and anything that improves safety 
and environmental factors should be looked at and if 
found feasible should be endorsed by the board,” Wright 
said. 

He said finding a location for a septic tank waste 
dumping lagoon had been badly handled, with two po¬ 
tential sites being rejected by area residents. “Now we 
are looking at composting, which may be the way out.” 

Wright said it was ridiculous to be spending $S0 mil¬ 
lion on a new hospital without making provision for 
staffing it. “Already we’re closing wards because there 
aren’t enough qualified people.” 

He also criticized Glazier for taking over responsi¬ 


bility for Reeson Park at the foot of Yates from the parks 
chairman and spending $10,000 on design studies that led 
to a proposal for “fountains and concrete” rather than a 
people place. 

“HIS STRATEGY SEEMS to be to divide and conquer. 
Now we have 18 different committees set up with a chair¬ 
man of each and it appears the right hand does not know 
what the left hand is doing.” 

He said Glazier was using machiavellian tactics, and 
this was discouraging a number of directors who have 
indicated to him they won’t run again. 

Wright said If Municipal Affairs Minister William 
Vander Zalm does not make the necessary corrections in 
the operation of regional boards "the patient will die.” 

Asked whether he planned to take his comments to the 
minister, Wright said no, but added that the Uxpayers of 
the region should have a full understanding of the direc¬ 
tion in which it is drifting.. 

“If he (Glazier) would get his sights off the mayor’s 
seat in Victoria and start to show some positive leader¬ 
ship at the board level, perhaps we would see some 
progress,” he said. 

GLAZIER, ASKED to comment on the lack of leader¬ 
ship charge, said Wright “does not have the courage or front 
to run for mavor because of his development interests 
which are well-known. 

“He chooses to criticize those who may be unfriendly 
to his ambitions. It is very difficult to conduct the 
board’s business with directors obsessed with other pur¬ 
poses.” 

“Beyond that, 1 have no further comment.”

Plans revamped 
for luxury hotel 


Revised plans for a 300- 
room luxury hotel at Vic¬ 
toria’s Inner Harbor were 
announced Wednesday by 
Oakcrest Park Estates Ltd. 

The $20 million hotel is to 
be built on the north side of 
the Inner Harbor adjacent to 
the tank farm. 

Originally, Oakcrest 
planned to build a hotel with 
convention facilities, but 
dropped the latter because 
of plans for a major conven¬ 
tion centre at the Wharf 
.Street Reid site. 

The new proposal has been 
designed by Vancouver ar¬ 
chitect Arthur Erickson. The 
concept calls for a five- 


storey terraced structure 
with most of the rooms of¬ 
fering a view of the city. 

Included in therdesign is a 
.seawalk accessible to the 
public. 

A model of the project was 
unveiled at the Union Club 
before Victoria city council 
members, provincial offi¬ 
cials and Victoria Chamber 
Of Commerce representa¬ 
tives. 

Project manager Timothy 
Durkin said in an interview 
the company planned to 
start construction in the fall 
and complete the project by 
May 1, 1981 in time for the 
tourist season. 


He said Oakcrest was ne¬ 
gotiating with the Provincial 
Capital Commission for a 
lease on the 6.3-acre site. 

According to Oakcrest, the 
hotel would create 230 full¬ 
time jobs in addition to the 
work provided during the 
construction stage. 

Erickson says the design is 
in harmony with the city’s 
character, particularly that 
of Old Town and the Wharf 
Street cityscape. 

Aid. William Tindall said 
the development would help 
ease the shortage of hotel 
space in Victoria. 


Harbor aircraft hampered 
by staff cut at Gonzales 


staff reductions at the (kinzales Observatory 
could hamper aviation at the Victoria waterfront, a 
federal transport ministry spokesman said Wednes¬ 
day. 


Don Smith of the civil 
aviation branch said the 
ministry has been satisfied 
with the weather reporting 
coming from the G^ales 
station, but may have to take 
another look at the situation 
when observations are only 
available five days a week. 

The station currently has 
a staff of four, two of whom 
are involved in weather ob¬ 
servations, but it will be cut 
back to one on Oct. 1. Two 
meteorologists who make up 
the staff of the regional cli¬ 
matic data centre, serving 
all of B.C., will be transfer¬ 
red to Vancouver, where 
they will be able to take 
advantage of computeriza¬ 
tion of data now collected 
manually. Only one em¬ 
ployee will remain to provid¬ 
ing on-site weather observa¬ 
tions, and halving the 
observation staff will mean 
current data on visibility and 
cloud cover, important to 
aviators and now available 
seven days a week, will be 
available only for five. 

The plan has been under 
consideration for some time, 
said Frank Williams of the 
federal environment min¬ 
istry. It will centralize the 
ministry’s climatic data op¬ 
erations and result in some 
operating economies. 

But the ministry is con¬ 
cerned about the future of 
the historic observatory, a 
Victoria landmark since 
1914, when it first housed the 
Victoria weather office, Wil¬ 
liams said. 

He said the ministry will 
consider applications from 
community organizations to 
use the building in ways that 
will not interfere with weath¬ 
er observations or with the 
automatic weather report¬ 
ing equipment which mea¬ 
sures temperature, dew 


point, wind direction and 
precipitation and transmits 
the data to other stations. 

A group of astronomy 
buffs has already shown in¬ 
terest in the building, he 
said. The building and site 
are still owned by the trans¬ 
port ministry, as a result of 
an administrative oversight 
when jurisdiction for meteo¬ 
rological operations was 
transferred from that min¬ 
istry to the environment 
ministry, but the transport 
ministry would probably fol¬ 
low environment ministry 
recommendations for its fu¬ 
ture, Williams said. 

The single observer will 
remain at the observatory at 
least until the transport min¬ 
istry determines its needs 
for civil aviation around 
downtown Victoria, Wil¬ 
liams said. 

“It would be belter if there 
was a site down near the 
harbor where the aircraft 
actually land.” 

Smith said the five-day 
service could mean the 
transport ministry will have 
to contract to someone else 
for weather observations for 
the other two days of the 
week. This is done elsewhere 
in the province, he said. 

Aviators will not be the 
only people affected by the 
Gonzales move. Observa¬ 
tory director Carl Olsen said 
the facility makes other 
types of ob^rvations which 
are useful to sailors, particu¬ 
larly measurements of wind 
gusts. The equipment used to 
measure wind gusts and 
hours of sunshine can only 
function for 24 hours before 
the recording tapes must be 
replaced, and with five-day 
service, those records will be 
incomplete, he said. 


Commission begins hunt 
for Mayhew successor 


The Greater Victoria Economic De¬ 
velopment Commission will advertise 
soon for applicants for the post of 
commissioner to be vacated Oct. 31 by 
Barry Mayhew. 

Mel Couvelier, chairman of the 
Capital Region Board’s economic de¬ 
velopment committee, won approval 
for a motion Wednesday that would 
authorize the Independent commission 
to sort through the applicants, bring a 
short list of three to the regional com¬ 


mittee for vetting, and then appoint 
the new commissioner itself. 

He said it was important for the 
commission to have a continuing voice 
in economic development. 

Earlier, chairman Murray Glazier 
paid tribute to Mayhew’s work and 
said he wanted it on the record that 
the transfer of responsibility for the 
economic development commissioner 
was at the commission’s request. 


McMicking Point 
outfall now 
seems feasible 


Revisions to the master 
plan for sewage disposal in 
Greater Victoria will save 
taxpayers millions of dol¬ 
lars, Robert Wright, chair¬ 
man of the Capital Region 
Board’s south coast sewer 
committee, said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Wright, a Victoria aider- 
man, said plans to construct 
an outfall at McMicking 
Point to handle waste from 
the northeast trunk sewer, 
rather than joining the .trunk 
to the Clover Point outfall 
appear to be feasible. 

The northeast trunk serves 
Oak Bay and parts of Saan¬ 
ich and Victoria. 

He added that another pro¬ 
posal to shorten the Clover 
Point outfall from its origi¬ 
nally proposed 6,000 feet to 
4,SO0 also appeared to be 
workable, according to pre¬ 


liminary engineering re¬ 
ports. 

The outfall is still dis¬ 
charging raw sewage just 
offshore at Clover Point due 
to it breaking while being 
installed. The region is suing 
the contractors and engi¬ 
neers over the failure, and 
proceedings are expected to 
start late this year. 

“The reports seem opti¬ 
mistic.” he said. 

“We were going down the 
wrong path on a cost basis 
and we stopped at the last 
minute,” he said. 

The McMicking Point out¬ 
fall proposal—on which cur¬ 
rent tests are being conduct¬ 
ed—surfaced after Oak Bay 
residents protested the 
threatened loss of most of 
the beach at Shoal Bay to a 
major pumping station. 


Plywood 

plant 

reopening 

Partial production will re¬ 
sume Friday at Victoria Ply¬ 
wood following a two-and-a- 
half week shutdown at the. 
company’s plant at Plumper 
Bay by 220 striking members 
of the International Wood¬ 
workers of America. 

Agreement was reached 
Tuesday on the contentious 
issue of hiring outside con¬ 
tractors to do construction 
work within the mill. At one 
point during the dispute, the 
company applied to the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board for a 
cease and desist order which 
was to be heard this week. 

Under the agreement, the 
company will hire outside 
contractors but will use mill¬ 
wright carpenters from its 
own operation for mainte¬ 
nance. 

Company vice-president 
Craig Mearns said the plant 
will resume full operation 
Monday. 


Region board won’t yield in shopping centre war 


The threat of court action 
by the Capital Region Board 
remains hanging over Saan¬ 
ich despite a compromise 
worked out by planners on 
both sides last week. 

Directors voted 10 to 6 
Wednesday against a motion 
by Sooke director Charles 
Perkins that would have 
stalled proceedings in the re¬ 
gion’s bid to quash a Saanich 
bylaw authorizing a major 
.shopping centre on the Tilli¬ 
cum drive-in site. 

The action came after a 
lengthy procedural wrangle 
and a 10-minute break called 
partly to help tempers cool 
as Saanich Mayor Mel Cou¬ 
velier clashed with other 
directors, principally Outer 


Gulf Islands representative 
Jim Campbell, on the issue. 

Under discussion was an 
amendment to tighten loop¬ 
holes in the regional plan 
bylaw that define the size of 
a regional shopping centre, 
and an agreement between 
Saanich planner Gil Lauren- 
.son and acting regional plan¬ 
ner C.H. Wakelin redefining 
what constitutes a regional 
shopping centre. 

Victoria directors Ronald 
McKenzie and Robert 
Wright pointed out that the 
agreement was reached 
without Victoria having any 
input, owing to the short no¬ 
tice involved in calling the 
planners’ meeting. 

“Our planners arc most 


unhappy about the way this 
was handled,” Wright said. 
“They were given less than 
three working hours to come 
up with their position, and 
since we have until the end of 
September I could see no 
point in them attending.” 

The bylaw was given three 
readings and referred to the 
individual councils and elec¬ 
toral area committees for 
comment. 

The draft agreement be¬ 
tween Saanich and the re¬ 
gion was referred to the re¬ 
gional plan management 
committee and the munici¬ 
palities. 

It provides for definitions 
of neighborhood, district, re¬ 
gional and central area 


shopping centres. District 
centres over 175,000 square 
feet or within half a mile of a 
municipal boundary would 
have to be approved by the 
region under the agree¬ 
ment. 

Regional centres were de¬ 
fined as having one or more 
full-line department stores 
with a wide variety of other 
stores providing goods and 
services, and would also 
have to be approved by the 
region. 

Campbell said the draft 
loosens up, rather than tight¬ 
ens, the definition of re¬ 
gional centres. He noted dis¬ 
cussion had centred on 
whether Saanich would now 


agree to stall the Broadmead 
regional shopping centre 
proposal, leaving the muni¬ 
cipality home free on Tilli¬ 
cum. 

“I still think that Tillicum 
is a gross abuse of the re¬ 
gional plan and we should 
stop it if we can,” he said. 

He warned that Perkins’ 
motion would mean the law¬ 
suit would die unless direc¬ 
tion was given at the next 
meeting and said Saanich 
had given nothing away. 
“This is not the time to pull 
the action back, especially 
when our case is getting 
stronger.” 

Couvelier said the regional 
board was becoming “the 
object of mirth and merri- 




ment” among the citizenry 
over its threatened court 
case, and added that if the 
amendments prevent Broad¬ 
mead from proceeding in its 
present form, then Ganich 
would abide by that. 

He said Saanich was a 
“sleeping giant” and if the 
board was adamant about 
court action, it might be¬ 
come aroused. 

Chairman Murray Glazier 
said the regional centres 
proposed in Saanich would 
compromise growth in the 
Western Community and 
shadow the future of the 
downtown area in direct con¬ 
travention of the regional 
plan.

Famer to conclude bis ca¬ 
reer. Imagine how satisfying 
it feels after the dismal 1978 
season when he batted .221. 
“Last year?” Brock said. “1 
don't remember last year." 

Nor perhaps will anyone 
else after examining the 
fresh evidence of 1979. He 
has demonstratetf that 1978 
was Just a fluke, a freak of 
nature, the exception that 
proves the rule. And after so 
many had assumed it mark¬ 
ed the decline and fall of a 
once-great player. 

“Frequently, your last 
performance is what you get 
remembered by,” he said at 
Shea Stadium 'Tuesday be¬ 
fore the Cardinals played a 
doubleheader against the 
Mets. “They remember 
Warren Spahn hanging on 
too long even though he won 
all those games. They re¬ 
member Willie Mays coming 
to the Mets at the end, and 
Aaron going to Milwaukee. 
And they were saying, 
'Brock should have retired. 
He was only hanging on to 
get his 3,000 hits.' ” 

A smile crossed Brock's 
handsome face. They're 
going to have to amend that 
judgment now, to replace 
that head-shaking, ain't-it-a- 
shame ending with Brock's 
upbeat composition. The 
man knew precisely how 
much he had left. 

“You fantasize about clos¬ 
ing h out with a storybook 
finish.” he said. “But what 
you fantasize doesn't always 
happen. That's the pleasing 
part of all this.” 

Lou Brock is 40. He has 
been playing baseball longer 
than the Mets. He can re¬ 
member the sensation of 
pumping an Al Jackson- 
pitch into the centrefield 
bleachers at the Polo 
Grounds. “I hit a curve ball. 
Anyone can hit a fast ball.” 
He recalls that he hit a ball at 
least that far in Ihe 1964 
World Series against the 
Yankees. 

And. don't forget, power 
wasn't even his game. His

game was speed. Brock's 
impact on baseball is two 
decades old and may ex¬ 
tend to generations. His 926 
stolen bases is the standard 
for the immediate future and 
Iwyond. 

But Brock was not content 
to spend his final season pos¬ 
ing as a relic, as excess bag¬ 
gage being toted around the 
league for past accomplish¬ 
ments. This is a man with 
enough confidence in the fu¬ 
ture to father a son, his 
fourth child, this summer. 
Daniel Christopher Brock is 
six days old and kicking. For 
Lou Brock, life begins anew 
at to. 

“What causes a veteran 
player to slay around?” he 
pondered as a jet plane 
roared overhead. “Is it to 
live history or to make his¬ 
tory? I think it's the quality 
of performance which dic¬ 
tates that. 

“We all have the inclina¬ 
tion, I suppose, to say fare¬ 
well with our finest perfor¬ 
mance. In the back of your 
mind, you always think your 
finest performance is ahead 
of you. You have to make the 
decision based on pride, 
feelings and honor. You 
come to a conclusion on 
when to retire, and then you 


honor it. You don't want to 
get into a situation where 
you're forced to retire or 
pressed to call it quits.” 

So Brock made his deci¬ 
sion before the start of the 
season. This would be it, he 
said, 3,000 hits or no. And the 
nice thing about it is that this 
good-humored man has not 
had to entertain any second 
thoughts. He collected his 
2,992nd hit Tuesday night. 

“At this age,” he said, 
“the challenge is not neces¬ 
sarily the game. The chal¬ 
lenge is within yourself. Can 
you sustain your quality per¬ 
formance? We're talking 
about sustaining a perfor¬ 
mance far beyond what is 
the norm for the game at a 
given age.” 

And no matter what the 
man's mental makeup, there 
is no compensation for the 
erosion of skills. A player 
must know his limitations. 
"The physical ability to per¬ 
form,” Brock said, “is on a 
collision course with desire, 
ambition and determination 
to play.” 

Brock is thankful his skills 
have not undermined his de¬ 
sire. He no longer is what he 
was — he has stolen but nine 
bases in 17 attempts this sea¬ 
son — but there remains 
more substance than shadow 
in his swing. He will get his 
3,000 hits, and he will do so in 
a style that will not elicit 
pity. 

It will be another feather 
in his baseball cap. another 
crowning achievement. 


“Hitting is a prerequisite of 
the game,” he said. “Stolen 
bases is an option. What's 
important is the totality of 


performance. If you think of 
a crown having stars in it, 
then 3,000 hits certainly 
would be a star. I can't de¬ 


cide now if it will be the 
brightest. I'll have to think 
about that for a few 
years.” 


Such a pleasant dilemma 
for a man who measured the 
finish line just right.

plucked last year, the draft 
this time will be limited to 
six rounds — a maximum of 
126 players. Colorado Rock¬ 
ies have the first pick. 

Players usually may not 
be selected until they are in 
their 20th year, but 19-year- 
olds are eligible this year be¬ 
cause of the availability of 
several underage players 
signed by the WHA. 

“We are working in two 
different countries with dif¬ 
ferent laws concerning the 
legal working age,” noted 
NHL president John Ziegler.

Garden Notes 


Fairiy often our mall carrier brings 
me a bit of plant along with a letter 
asking whether it Is a weed or not, and 
it isn't always easy to give a clean-cut 
answer. The best definition of a weed I 
have ever heard is this: a weed is any 
plant growing where you don't want It 
to grow. 

Hence, grass is a valued plant in the 
lawn but a weed in a gravel driveway. 
The luscious blackberry is a hat^ 
weed in Australia, invading the graz¬ 
ing lands and fought by every means 
possible. 

The water hyacinth, a lovely 
aquatic plant for the ornamental pool, 
is choking the streams and waterways 
in the tropics. An army of men is 
employed to keep the Panama Canal 
clear, whil& the State of Florida is 
planning to import .some giant carp to 
feed upon this plant which is fouling 
their inland waterways. 

Self-sown seedlings of gladiolus are 
becoming a decided nuisance in my 
gardeh, where they are springing up 
by the hundreds from tiny buibets 
dislodged when the bulbs were taken 
up last fall. 

Even the hated couch grass isn't 
always a weed. I had a letter from a 
lady whose home is among sand dunes, 
and she tells me the only grass that 
would "take” in her shifting ground 
was couch. 

It makes a rather coarse and tufty 
lawn by our standards, but at least it is 
green underfoot and it keeps the soil 
from blowing away.

For most of us. though, couch grass 
is still one of the most persistent and 
difficult weeds we have to contend 
with. Whether you call it couch — 
pronounced cooch — quack grass or 
twitch, it is an unending headache, 
spreading by seeds which are pro¬ 
duced profusely on piature plants, apd 
by direct invasion of its ci^ping, un¬ 
derground stolons. 

In cultivated ground, hoeing or ro- 
totilling doesn't help much — in fact, it 
can spread the pest, for chopping the 
roots to bits simply makes a dozen 
plants spring ^ for each one that was 
there before. Every tiny bit of succu¬ 
lent white root is capable of sprouting 
into a new plant. 

Fortunately, we have chemicals 
nowadays which do a good job of 
clearing couch grass from fallow land. 
Dalapon Grass Killer, a powder, is 
dissolved in water and sprayed or 
watered on the foliage, where the ac¬ 
tive ingredient is absorbed through the 
leaf pores and is translocated in the 
sap to the roots, killing them. 

It is when couch grass invades the 
lawn that the real headaches begin, for 
Oala|<on‘ kills all grasses. To the best 
of my knowledge, there is no chemical 
which will kill couch in the lawn while 
sparing the regular lawn grasses. 
Crab grass can be killed in the lawn, 
but not couch, which is an entirely 
different critter. 

Until recently, the only way to deal 
with couch in the lawn was to kill off 
the whole lawn with Dalapon, then 


plow up the dead lawn and build a new 
one. 

After some years of experimenta¬ 
tion, the U.S. Turf Institute at Belts- 
ville, Maryland, came up with a tech¬ 
nique for eradicating couch grass 
from tike lawn. It is a long and arduous 
procedure, but it works. 

The first step is to set up the mower 
so it is leaving the grass two inches 
high after mowing. Next, mow the 
lawn twice a week all through the 
growing season, sticking to this sched¬ 
ule with an almost religious fervor. 
Actually, this isn't quite as much extra 
work as it sounds, for with a motor 
mower set high, and with only three 
days of growth on the grass, you can 
whip through this chore without too 
much effort. 

Finally, you must feed your lawn 
with any good lawn fertilizer every 
four weeks through the growing sea- 
.son. The applications may be a little 
lighter than the usual once-a-year 
dressing, for the trick here is to keep 
the grass growing hard, without any 
letup or slowdown, all summer. Plenty 
of water is, of course, a must. 

This combination of high mowing, 
fr^uent mowing and heavy feeding 
thickens the good grasses but weakens 
the invader, which has a naturally 
taller habit of growth and therefore 
suffers from this constant beheading. 
The job may take a year or more, but 
if followed conscientiously, every sin¬ 
gle tuft of couch will gradually die 
from your lawn.

There is a society editor 
for every five families in the 
colony, as opposed to the 
national average of one for 
every hundred families. But 
Palm Beach is not social just 
for the sake of being social. 
All the social activity down 
here has to do with raising 
money for some charity. It is 
very gauche to have a party 
for the sake of a party and. 
therefore, everyone Is in the 
business of giving a party for 
a cause. 


It's gotten so that two peo¬ 
ple can't have breakfast to¬ 
gether without making a do¬ 
nation to an orphanage. 

As a matter of fact, while 
there Is no shortage of par¬ 
ties and balls in Palm Beach, 
there is a shortage of dis¬ 
eases to give them for. The 
old-timers in Palm Beach 
have all the good diseases 
tied up. The first families of 
the city have a monopoly on 
heart, cancer, cerebral 
palsy and mental health, and 
a newcomer who is trying to 
crash society down here has 
very few illnesses left to 
choose from. 

The other day I asked four 
friends to have lunch with 
me and one of them, Mrs. 
Paul Ames, asked, “What's 
it for?” 

“Nothing,” I said. “We 
just want to have lunch.” 

“You can't just have lunch 
without a reason." she said. 
“If you can come up with a 
good disease, we'll accept.” 

I called the local Palm 
Beach hospital and asked 


them if there were any dis¬ 
eases for which there hadn't 
been benefits held this sea¬ 
son. 

“You’re calling awfully 
late,” the woman said. "The 
only thing we still have open 
is malaria and yellow 
fever.” 

“Is arthritis taken?" I 
asked. 

“It was one of the first to 
go. We can’t give you dia¬ 
betes or hay fever, cither.” 

"Well, is there some hospi¬ 
tal I could raise money 
for?" 

“We have an animal shel¬ 
ter in Cheyenne, Wyo., that 
hasn’t been spoken for.” 

"Okay, I’ll give a luncheon 
for that. What do I do 
now?” 

"You have to form a com¬ 
mittee,” 

“What for?” 

“To get your wife's picture 
in the newspaper. Why else 
would you want to ^ve a 
benefit?” 

"That’s true.” 1 said. 

"Just call the local news¬ 


paper and they'll send a p'lO- 
tographer over in 10 
minutes." 

I formed a committee con¬ 
sisting of my wife as honor¬ 
ary chairman. .Mrs. Ames as 
program chairman and Mrs. 
Howard Gould, of Cincin¬ 
nati. as decorations chair¬ 
man. 

After the newspaper pho¬ 
tographers took their pic¬ 
tures, I took the women and 
their husbands to lunch in 
the coffee shop of the Palm 
Beach Towers where we all 
were staying. 

Unfortunately, the coffee 
shop was very crowded and 
we had to share our tab¬ 
le with three other couples 
whom we didn’t know. 

But it worked out fine be¬ 
cause the three couples each 
pledged $1,000 for our animal 
shelter in Cheyenne and our 
party in turn bought $3,000 in 
raffle tickets that they were 
selling for a retired life¬ 
guards' home in Seattle, 
Wash.

Things I Learned En Route to 
Looking Up Other Things: 

• That asparagus tips are 50 per 
cent protein, more than is found in 
steak. (And the much-maligned potato 
is more nutritious than rice.)

Canada qualified for the 
tournament late last year 
when it finished second to 
Mexico in regional playoffs 
in Honduras.

Tom McMahan also gained 
the release Tuesday of 
forward Brank Segota from 
Rochester. 

.Segota, 19, has had an ex¬ 
cellent season with the Lanc¬ 
ers, who are pushing for a 
wild-card birth in the Na¬ 
tional Conference playoffs 
and therefore were reluctant 
to give up Segota. 

"The only problem now is 
when we’ll get Lenarduzzi," 
McMahon said. 

The national team plays 
two exhibition games 
against the Hong Kong youth 


team and two more against 
two professional clubs in 
Hong Kong before moving on 
to Kobe, Japan, for its first 
game of the tournament on

The B.C. Ambulance Em¬ 
ployees’ Union has received 
a $55,000 provincial grant for 
its Vial of Life program. 

The program, which ori¬ 
ginated in the United States, 
provides plastic cylinders 
with brief medical forms 
which are to be placed in 
refrigerators with a decal on 
the outside of the door so that 
rescuers in emergency situa¬ 
tions can go to the vial and 
obtain life-saving informa¬ 
tion quickly. 

Provincial Secretary 
Hugh Curtis, who is also re¬ 
sponsible for the B.C. Lot¬ 
tery Fund whieh provided 
the money, and Health Min¬ 


ister Robert McClelland 
were at a cergpiony In Vic¬ 
toria at which the cheque 
was presented to David 
Skidmore of Vancouver, 
chairman of the project. 

The grant will enable the 
union to provide a kit, which 
contains 500 of the plastic 
vials, at all ambulance sta¬ 
tions. 

In Victoria, 11,000 vials are 
now available at 23 locations 
as well as from all Sooke 
physicians. 

Don MacDonald of the 
union’s Victoria organiza¬ 
tion, said new locations 
where the free vials can be 
obtained have been added.

The B.C. government is more in¬ 
terested in serving the interests of 
the nuclear Industry than the Inter¬ 
ests of people whose health is 
threatened by uranium explora¬ 
tion. 

.So says the Canadian Coalition 
for Nuclear Responsibility, which 
criticized the government this 
week fof failing to halt active 
uranium drilling and exploration 
in the Okanagan Valley and else¬ 
where in the B.C. interior. 

CCNR chairman for Kelowna, 
John Moclacrt, said uranium ex¬ 
ploration crews had caused en¬ 


vironmental damage and pollu¬ 
tion. 

The government has denied that 
disruptive uranium exploration 
poses a danger. 

However, a royal commission 
into uranium mining, which re¬ 
sumes hearings in Vancouver next 
month, has yet to reach a conclu¬ 
sion on the health and environ¬ 
mental effects of mining explora¬ 
tion. 

Moelaert is also the uranium 
information co-ordinator for the 
United Church in B.C., and has 
challenged Environment Minister 


Rafe Mair and Energy Minister 
James Hewitt to a public debate on 
the government’s refusal to halt 
uranium exploration. 

On Tuesday. Moelaert released 
an Atomic Energy Control Board 
directive that gives mining com¬ 
panies the' right to explore for 
uranium without surface explora¬ 
tion permits, which had previously 
been required. 

The July 2 directive, a copy of 
which was obtained by the Colo¬ 
nist, states that companies can 
now engage in drilling operations 
and remove up to 10 kilograms (22 


pounds) of uranium per deposit in 
any one calendaryear without a 
permit. 

Since the average grade of ura¬ 
nium in B.C. deposits is about one 
to four pounds a ton. a company 
may .now remove up to.22 tons of 
ore tiirough drilling or other sub¬ 
surface removai methods without 
having to apply for a permit from 
the Atomic Energy Control 
Board. 

Uranium is u.sed primarily in 
weapons and in nuclear power 
plants.

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OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Anti-Inflation Board, in its 
death-bed statement Wed- 
ne.sday. urged Canada, to 
continue the battie against 
inflation. 

“Canada Is experiencing 
the iongest and most severe 
period of infiation in our his¬ 
tory," the board said in its 
final report. 

“But the board is confi¬ 
dent that Canadians can re¬ 
duce infiation and its impact 
on our lives if we are pre¬ 
pared at aii leveis of the 
economy to put our long¬ 
term interests first.” 

The board administered 
the program of wage and 
price controis imposed by 
the former Liberai govern¬ 
ment in October, 197$. As the 
program tapered off, the 
board was criticized by inde¬ 
pendent economic observers 
for effectively controlling 
wages but Taiiing to curb 
price increases. 

Disbanding of the pro¬ 
gram started in 1978, but the 
board has only now finished 
its work. 

In October, 1975, the infla¬ 
tion rate was 10.6 percent. In 
June this year, the cost of 
living was 8.9 per cent higher 
than it was in June, 1978. 

The board had some part¬ 
ing words of advice for the

tive government, which re¬ 
cently scrapped the National 
Commission on Inflation. 
The inflation commission 
had investigatory powers 
into wage and price in¬ 
creases, but no authority to 
order rollbacks. 

“Inflation is' everybody’s 
problem,” said the now-dc- 
funct Anti-Inflation Board. 
“We cannot opt out of the 
fight against it.” 

The board called for con¬ 
tinuation of a gradual reduc¬ 
tion in the growth rates of 
both the money supply and 
government spending “to¬ 
ward rates in keeping with 
the economy’s medium-term 
capability to generate real 
growth.” 

“As governments adjust 
monetary and fiscal mecha¬ 
nisms to reduce inflation, it 


Is necessary that markets^ 
respond to the new circum-" 
stances,” the board said. 

“To encourage more flexi¬ 
ble responses, the current 
state of major markets 
should be reviewed with the 
goal of reducing market ri¬ 
gidities whether stemming 
from legislation or other 
causes.” 

The government should 
take a'critical look at subsi¬ 
dies to inefficient producers, 
monopolies “and income 
support plans that discour- 
age work.”

Under the federal program, adminis¬ 
tered by Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corp., the region is required to have a 
maintenance and occupancy standards

Mobile homeowners will 
get a small break from the 
Capital Region under a 
recommendation approved 
by directors Wednemy. 

The building regulation 
bylaw provides for permit 
fees that range up to for 
a double-wide unit. 

Chief engineer Norman 
Howard said in a report the 
permit fee was considered 
excessive and recommended 
the bylaw be amended to 
provide for a fixed installa¬ 
tion fee of $100 for factory- 
built or mobile homes.

Declarer had four finess¬ 
ing situations in his play of 
today's interesting game. 
Two he had to take and two 
h* should leave alone. How 
does one tell the differ¬ 
ence? 

Declarer wins Blast's 
heart jack with his ace and 
leads a club, the first 
finesse losing to East’s 
queen. East returns the 
heart six to West’s queen 
and West shifts to the nine 
of diamonds. Should de¬ 
clarer try a finesse with his 
jack? 

If he does, the game will 
be lost along with the 
finesse. East covers the 
jack with his queen and 
declarer wins his ace, but 
the defense can now estab¬ 
lish a diamond trick to go 
along with two clubs and 
two hearts. 

So declarer should 
refuse to play dummy’s 
diamond jack and win with 
his diamond ace. Next 
comes another losing club 
finesse (he must take at 
least three club tricks to 
make the contract) and 
now East shifts to the 
deuce of spades. Should 
declarer finesse in this 
suit? 

If he docs, he has not 
counted his tricks. De¬ 
clarer can count on eight 
top winners: three clubs, 
two diamonds, two spades 
and the ace of hearts. If he 
wins the spade shift with 
his ace. he can establish 
his ninth trick by driving 
out West's king of hearts.

Bad publicity blamed 


Panic-buying of fuel by 
boat-owners over the B.C.

Female drinker 
gets special aid

“ SASKATOON, Sask. (CP) — Women for Sobriety is 
a program designed for female alcoholics who require 
special help that they cannot get with the male-oriented 
Alcoholics Anonymous, says the group’s founder. 

Dr. Jean Kirkpatrick, a sociologist and author, says 
women with drinking problems need different treat¬ 
ment than male alcoholics. 

She says female alcoholics frequently face prob¬ 
lems in addition to their drinking that few men do — 
confusion about their identity; lack of support systems; 
insufficient income; limited access to special treatment 
centres and poor self-esteem. 

'’’I am talking about problems of alf women, not just 
women alcoholics. Women's psychological and emo¬ 


tional problems . . are more complex than thcse^“ 
of men,” says Dr. Kirkpatrick. 

She began to consider the need for the Women for 
Sobriety program in 1972 when she was attempting to 
recover from alcoholism for the second time. She 
belonged to Alcoholics Anonymous for several years, 
but eventually found it “unsuitable. .. because it was 
founded for men, by men.” 

She established the program in 1974. 

“The object of the organization is to work alongside 
Alcoholics Anonymous ... to provide women alcoholics 
with special and additional care because there is a body 
of women who can’t make it with Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous.”

Then 
phone those friends and tell 
them,‘"So sorry, we aren’t 
able to keep your son when 
you go away because I’m 
working part-time and our 
own children are more than 
the sitter can handle.” 

Inform Mr. Huge Heart 
that you have cancelled his 
commitment. And make it 
clear that if he makes any 
future commitments for 
you, he will have to call the 
people himself and rescind 
the offer. Don’t — repeat, 
DON’T phone for him. It’s 
the only way he’ll learn. 

Dear Ann Launders; 

Please tell me why so many 
hotels won’t allow pets.

We have 
stopped u.sing them. Can .vou 
plea.se give me more infor¬ 
mation on this ingredient, 
and am 1 right to avoid such 
products? — Mrs. O.S. 

■you are right about cam¬ 
phor being poisonous when 
swallowed, but the proper 
u.se of the products you men¬ 
tion should do no harm. The 
skin creams and rubs are 
OK. Camphor is present in a 
number of other products — 
moth balls, for example — so 
they should be kept out of 
reach of tots, who may eat 
just about anything they can 
get in their mouths, Signs 
of camphor poi.soning would 
be headache, vomiting and 
excitement. Convulsion and 
shock may follow. 

Dear Dr. Donahue: How is 
gout actually diagnosed? 
(ian blood tests show it? — 

J.J. 

The one really sure way is 
to remove (aspirate) some 
of the fluid from Ihe affected 
joint to see if it contains uric- 
aeid crystals. Uric acid may 
be elevated in blood tests. 
The x-ray had a eliaraeleri.s- 
lie appearance in some 
eases. 

Dear Dr. Donohue; I have 
a friend who still breast¬ 
feeds her two-year-old. I find 
it quite disgusting and need¬ 
less. What is your opinion? — 
Mrs. C. 

Usually weaning is done 
much earlier. So long as the 
child is getting .some solid 
foods, which he or she should 
be by this time, it is perfectly 
harmless. The mother must 
be very tolerant of the teeth 
to prolong nursing this 
long. 


Dear Dr. Donohue; Just 
curious. What does a doctor 
.see when he looks with his 
instrument inside the ear? — 
N.N. 

The instilment is an oto¬ 
scope. It projects a beam of 
light and the ear structures 
are viewed through its mag¬ 
nifying glass. He may be 
able to tell (by bulges) 
whether there is fluid from 
the Inside pressing against 
the drum, or if there is in¬ 
flammation or perforation. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I had a 
hysterectomy leaving both 
of my ovaries in place. That 
was two years ago. Now I am 
43 and suffering from hot 
flashes and lots of pimples. 
Why do I have to take this at 
such a .voung age and while 1 
still have my ovaries? Do 
you feel these symptoms 
mean more than a hormone 
lack? Will the estrogen make 
me gain weight? Will it af¬ 
fect my sex life? — J.M. 

Your doctor feels your 
symptoms are due to lack of 
estrogen. Even though your 
ovaries remain they may 
now be producing less estro¬ 
gen. Women can expect this 
natural decline at age 13 or 
beyond. A few tests would 
indicate just how much c.s- 
Irogen is being produced. 

Estrogen is associated 
with fluid retention whether 
from the ovaries or from a 
bottle of pills. But since you 
apparently are deficient I 
doubt the suppiement will 
cause any weight problem 
for you. Nor should the es¬ 
trogen adversely affect your 
.sex life. They are associated 
with a sense of well-being 
and may relieve depression 
and irritability in the meno¬ 
pause.

Five Colombians, who are 
among 23 men charged in 
connection with Canada’s 
largest marijuana seizure, 
lost out in their bid for bail 
Wednesday In Victoria pro¬ 
vincial coiirf. 

Judge William Ostler de¬ 
nied bail to the five, who are 
charged with two counts of 
possession of marijuana for 
the purpose of trafficking, 
and one count each of im¬ 
porting marijuana, conspir¬ 
acy to import marijuana and 
entering Canada illegally. 

RCMP, with the aid of Ca¬ 
nadian Forces personnel and 
the destroyer HMCS Qu'Ap- 
pelle, seized 33.5 tons of 
high-grade Colombian mari¬ 
juana, the freighter Samar- 
kanda, and the smaller ves¬ 
sel Whitecap May 22 near 
Sydney Inlet, 32 kilometres 
north of Tofino on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

Hugo Roberto Ortiz-Mos- 
quera, 33, and Holmes 
Gomez-Rodriguez, 27, both 
of call, and Severn Guer¬ 
rero, 46, Johny Calzada, 23, 
and Seqiundo Quinomes- 
Landasuri, 33, all of Buena 
Ventura, were the first Co¬ 
lombians to apply for bail. 

Four Americans, all but 
one from Washington state, 
tried unsuccessfully earlier 
They were 34-year-old Wil 
liam Francis Perka and 33 
year-old Stephen Earl John 
son of Port Townsend, 27 
year-old Michael Waiter

The preliminary hearing, 
which is scheduled for four 
weeks, is slated for two 
weeks in November and two 
in December. 

TWO MORE D.S. fisher¬ 
men from Washington were 
fined $500 and had their 
catches confiscated by the 
Canadian government after 
they pleaded guilty to fishing 
in Canadian waters this 
week. 

Marvin Case Lang, 39, of 
Oak Harbor, was fined by 
Ostler and had his entire 
1,516-pound salmon catch 
.sold for $2,115.45 forfeited to 
the crown. 

Crown counsel Dorothy 
Robbins said Lang’s vessel, 
the Orion, was spotted by 
fisheries officers Tuesday 
about 1,200 kilometres inside 
Canadian territorial waters 
near Sombrio Point in Juan 
de Fuca Strait. 

Lang explained he knew it 
was marginal but had a lot of 
hake and fish in his nets. 


Addict 
ordered 
to clinic 


A 34-year-old Vancouver 
man who told a judge his life 
of crime and heroin use had 
gone on too long was given 
probation in Victoria County 
Court Wednesday and or¬ 
dered to attend the heroin 
treatment program. 

Cecil James Logan, who 
has spent close to half his life 
in jail, told Judge E.J.C. 
Stewart he wanted to volun¬ 
teer for the program. 

He pleaded guilty June 14 
to nine offences in Victoria 
and Nanaimo Feb. 9 and ID- 
five cases of uttering, three 
of forgery and one attempt¬ 
ed escape from the city po¬ 
lice station. 

Logan was evaluated and 
found suitable for the treat¬ 
ment program which lasts 
for three years and includes 
a residential part at Brannen 
Lake near Nanaimo and an 
out-patient part in the local 
community. Maximum stay 
at Brannen Lake is six 
months. 

The judge said the courts 
must co-operate with the in¬ 
tention of the Heroin Treat¬ 
ment Act and it was proper 
to do so in Logan’s case. 

The probation will last for 
three years and Logan’s co- 
' operation in the heroin treat¬ 
ment program is a condition 
of the probation. He was 
warned by the judge that 
failure to do this would be a 
breach of probation and he 
could then be brought back 
to court for sentence on the 
nine offences.

Wesley Shetler, 44, of 
Aberdeen, was also fined but 
lost only 577 pounds of his 
685-pound eatch because the 
other 108 pounds had bwn 
caught in U.S. waters and 
were dressed and in the hold 
when his vessel, the Ja-Me- 
Jo, was boarded by fisheries 
officers. 

His vessel was 600 kilo¬ 
metres inside Canadian 
waters Monday morning 
near Port Renfrew. 

Value of the confiscated 
fish was placed at $709.15. 

A 21-YEAR-OLD man con¬ 
victed of his third offence 
while on probation was given 
a five-day jail term for pos¬ 
session of marijuana. 

Timothy Austin Roth- 
gordt, no fixed address, 
pleaded guilty to the offence. 
The court was informed 
Rothgordl was one of four 
persons spotted by Victoria 
police in an alley near the 
Bastion Inn on July 20. The 
group scattered, but Roth- 
gordt was stopp^ and four 
baggies of marijuana were 
found on him. 

Rothgordt was convicted 
on Jan. 13.1978 in Victoria of 
theft under $200 and was 
given a three-month jail 
term and 18 months proba¬ 
tion. While on that probation, 
he was convicted in Edmon¬ 
ton on May 29, 1978 of two 
counts of possession of sto¬ 
len property, for which he 
received concurrent seven- 
day sentences, and In Vic¬ 
toria on Sept. 6, 1978 of 
food by fraud. 

FINED FOR drinking- 
driving offences were: Ken¬ 
neth Vernon Potts, 17, of 2549 
Bay, $450; Frederick John 
Baynes, 64, of 2580 Mill Bay 
Road, $300; and Lesley Chop- 
tiany, 21, of 903 Cloverdale.

In addition, Mrs. Chop- 
tiany was given lOO hours of 
community service work 
and was fined $75 for failing 
to remain at the scene of an 
accident.

Federal Fisheries at Port 
Albemi has announced clo¬ 
sures to sports fishing for 
conservation of Chinook sal¬ 
mon stocks in Nitinat water¬ 
shed. 

Waters of Nitinat Narrows 
lying inside or northerly of a 
line running from Tusuquan- 
ah Point to Whyac Point, and 
inside or southerly of the line 
marked by fishing boundary 
signs located at both sides of 
Nitinat Narrows ^proxi- 
mately 1.5 miles northeast of 
Whyac Point, have been 
closed since midnight Mon¬ 
day. until further notice. 

The top end of Nitinat 
Lake and tidal portion of 
Nitinat River close from 
midnight .Sunday to mid¬ 
night Oct. 20. 

Public notice has been 
posted that all tidal and non- 
tidal areas in Nitinat River 
close from midnight Sunday 
until midnight Aug. 31. 
Regulation closure takes 
over from midnight Sept. I to 
midnight Oct. 1 . 

All waters of Nitinat Lake 
and Narrows and a portion of 
offshore area 21 are closed to 
commercial fishermen from 
midnight Aug. IS to mid¬ 
night Oct. 31. The area will 
be open to sports fishermen, 
except that no sports fisher¬ 
man within this area shall 
fish for. catch or kill by an¬ 
gling. in any day. more than 
two Chinook salmon over 30 
inches in length measured 
from tip of nose to the fork of 
the tail, or more than four 
salmon in the aggregate.

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Air conditioners ruled out in legionnaire’s cases 


TORONTO (CP) — Air conditioners 
have been rul^ out (or the time being 
as the source of an outbreak of ie- 
gionnaire’s disease, a public health 
official said Wednesday. 

Dr. Marguerite Archibald, medical 
officer of health for the Metropolitan 
Toronto city of North York, where 
the outbreak is located, said in a state¬ 
ment that her department was work-. 
ing with an Ontario government doc¬ 
tor to try to find a common source of 
the lung disease. 

A spokesman in her department said 


later in an interview that air condi¬ 
tioners had been ruled out at present 
because preliminary investigations in¬ 
dicated that the two confirmed and 
eight suspected cases in Toronto hospi¬ 
tals don't appear to have been in the 
same building. 

A third case of the disease was 
confirmed Wednesday in a 23-year-old 
man who checked himself out of hospi¬ 
tal last week. He was being treated as 
an outpatient and now is in good condi¬ 
tion. 

Symptons of the disease are similar 


to pneumonia — shortness of breath, 
high fever, headaches, chills, vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhea, lung congestion and 
lung pain. 

Legionnaire's disease, caused by a 
rod-shaped bacterium, was the name 
given to a mysterious flu-like ill¬ 
ness that killed 29 persons who attend¬ 
ed a 1976 American Legion convention 
in Philadelphia. 

The health spokesman said that the 
department may study air condition¬ 
ing as a source of the disease later if 
other investigations lead nowhere. 


“We are just digging like crazy,” he 
said. “It is a maze." 

Dr. Archibald said her department 
Is working with Dr. Pierre Lavigne, a 
physician trained in scientific case 
finding from the Ontario health min¬ 
istry. Lavigne is on loan to the pro¬ 
vincial ministry froin the federal 
health and welfare department. 

She said her staff was reviewing 
hundreds of pieces of information 
from interviews with patients and 
their families, employers of the pa¬ 


tients, hospital records and the rec¬ 
ords of attending physicians. 

Out of this information It is hoped to 
find a common denominator, such as 
whether all the patients attended the 
same (unction, appeared in a common 
building, were at any common location 
or have a .common lifestyle practice 
such as smoking. 

Dr. Archibald said low priority had 
been placed on a construction site in 
northwestern Toronto as a source of 
the disease. 


A spokesman for the Centre for Dis¬ 
ease Control in Atlanta, Ga., said the 
centre is testing chemicals which may 
be used in certain types of air condi¬ 
tioners to combat bacteria that causes 
legionnaire's disease. 

Dr. David Fraser said air condl- 
titmers wlth.water tanks and eva¬ 
porating tanks have been linked to the 
spread of the legionella pneumophilia, 
the bacteria that caused the disease, in 
several outbreaks in the United 
States. 


Patient 

feels 

lucky 

TORONTO (UPC) — The 
third man to have a con¬ 
firmed case of legionnaire's 
disease Wednesday was call¬ 
ing himself a “lucky" man 
and planning to return to 
work next week. 

Mike Muise, a 23-year-old 
machine operator, who i 
checked himself out oft 
Humber Memorial Hospital 
July 30. was told Wednesday 
that samples of his blood 
showed he'd suffered from 
legionnaire's disease when 
he was admitted two weeks 
ago with a high (ever. 

"I feel very lucky,” he 
said of the disease afflicting 
two other confirmed cases 
and still suspected in eight 
others. “1 think it's just be¬ 
cause I'm the youngest to 
have this disease." 

Muise, who plans to return 
to work Monday, said he'd 
been told to keep on taking 
antibiotic and keep in touch 
with his doctors. He had a 
clear chest x-ray Tuesday. 

Humber officials Wednes¬ 
day allowed a Sl-year-old 
patient to go home after 11 
days in hospital. His blood 
test Tuesday was negative, 
but officials said tests would 
continue as a precaution. 

The disease, which is not 
communicable person-to- 
person, is suspected in the 
deaths of two men who died 
in Toronto last week. 

At Humber Memorial Hos¬ 
pital. where most of the su¬ 
spected eases were admit¬ 
ted, a spokesman said 
Wednesday the condition of 
six remaining patients was 
unchanged. Of the two cases 
confirmed Tuesday, the 
woman in her 70s remained 
In "lair" condition and the 
Sl-ycar-old male was in 
“stable but serious” condi¬ 
tion. 


Liberals 
seek 
tax aid 
policy 

OTTAWA (CP) — A com¬ 
mittee of Liberal MPs plans 
to work throughout the sum¬ 
mer seeking an alternative 
policy to the Progressive 
Conservatives' vote-winning 
promise to introduce tax 
breaks for homeowners. 

Lloyd Axworthy, co-chair¬ 
man of the committee and 
MP for Winnipeg-Fort 
Garry, told reporters Wed¬ 
nesday his colleagues want¬ 
ed to formulate a plan that 
would benefit renters and 
homeowners of all income 
brackets. 

The Consers’ative plan, to 
be introduced in the new gov¬ 
ernment's first budget this 
autumn, would allow home- 
owners to deduct portions of 
their mortgage interest and 
property tax from taxable 
income. The plan has been 
criticized by the Liberals 
and New Democratic Party 
as benefitting only middle- 
class homeowners. 

The Conservatives un¬ 
veiled their plan last (all 
during a campaign (or IS 
federal byelections, and it 
surfaced as a major issue 
during the May 22 election 
campaign. 

Axworthy, one of only 
three Western Canadian Lib¬ 
erals elected May 22. said 
reflections on the election 
spurred the Liberals to find 
an alternative plan to ease 
“affordability problems of 
housing.” 

Gllles Lamontagne, the 
other committee co-chair¬ 
man, said the Liberals, while 
in power, believed the Con- 
.setvatlve scheme was too 
expensive. 

But the Conservatives 
might find the money to in¬ 
troduce the plan by phasing 
out other programs, and the 
Liberals, in their capacity as 
official opposition, had to 
promote an alternative, the 
former postmaster-general 
said.

Author-of-the-sea Monsarrat dies 


LONDON (CP) — Nicho¬ 
las Monsarrat, author of The 
Cruel Sea and a score of 
other books about sailers 
and the sea, died of cancer 
Wednesday in a London hos¬ 
pital. He was 69. 

Monsarrat, who lived on 
the Maltese island of Gozo 
the last n years, entered 
hospital to days ago. He'had 
also lived in Ottawa and 
Brockville, Ont., for 13 
years. 


The Cruel Sea, the story of 
a Royal Navy corvette in the 
Atlantic during the Second 
World War, established him 
as a major novelist in 1951. 

Monsarrat was bom in Li¬ 
verpool in 1910. He graduat¬ 
ed from Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity in 1932. 

He joined the British navy 
din-lng the Second World 
War and served aboard a 
corvette in the Atlantic, but 
gave up that career in 1946 


for the diplomatic service. 

Eleven of his novels had 
been published by then but 
as he told an interviewer, 
"none of them made more 
than £100. But I still wanted 
to have one more try." 

He wrote The Cruel Sea 
while serving as director of 
the British Information Of¬ 
fice-in Johannesburg. South 
Africa, a post he held until 
1953. 


The novel took two years to 
write. "I was very hopeful,” 
Monsarrat remembered. 
"The Cruel Sea was not a 
challenge. It was a forlorn 
last try.” 

It paid off. Worldwide 
sales of the book now top 10 
million copies. It has run to 
67 editions and has been 
translated into-semrat fan^ 
guages. 

He directed the informa¬ 


tion office in Ottawa from 
1953 to 1956 and remained in 
Canada until 1966. He wrote 
Canada Coast-to-Coasl in 
1955 and To Stratford With 
Love in 1963. 

In 1956 he was elected to 


both the board of directors of 
the Ottawa Philharmonic 
Orchestra and the board of 
governors of the Stratford 
Shakespearean Festival 
Foundation of Canada in 
Stratford. Ont.

The commission has received applications from the CBC and 
the Cable Satellite Network to distribute the Proceedings of the 
House of Commons on a national basis. These applications 
raise important issues which the Commission wishes to consid¬ 
er in the context of a public hearing 
In the interim, in order to guarantee the continuity ol coverage 
of the House of Commons Proceedings from the date Parlia¬ 
ment is reconvened and to give the new Speaker, still to be 
appointed for the new Parliament, time to implement any 
modification that may be appropriate for any permanent 
arrangement, including the possible coverage ol additional 
Parliamentary Proceedings, the Commission issues a tem¬ 
porary network licence to the CGC for a period of 30 days 
commencing with the opening of the new Parliament. This will 
continue the arrangements made previously in the Public 
Announcement dated 9 March 1979. 

The temporary network licence has been approved without 
prejudice to any permanent arrangements which may be 
approved at a later dale. The CBC should not use this decision 
as rationale for arranging long term contracts for the distribu¬ 
tion ol the House of Commons Proce^ings 
The licence is subject to the following conditions: 

(a) that any licensee of the Commission, i.e. cable, radio 

and/or television, may be a participant in the temporary 
network; and % 

(b) that the CBC immediately inform the Commission ol 
those licensees participating in the network service, 
and 

(c) that only the Proceedings ol the House of Commons be 
carried subieci to. and in accordance with, arrange¬ 
ments and agreement with the Speaker. 

Cable licensees will be permitted to carry the service on the 
tollowing basis and in accordance with procedures previously 
established in Public Announcements dated 4 November 1977 
and 20 February 1976. 

1. Cable licensees presently authorized to provide a special 
programming channeKs) need only advise the Commission 

^ ol their intention to distribute this programming and submit 
full details of the method of feed proposed tor the service. 

2. Cable television licensees not presently authorized to pro¬ 
vide a special programming channeKs) are required to apply 
for the provision of such a channel outlining the proposed 
method of feed for the service. 

3. Cable systems lacking sufficient channel space to establish 
a special programming channeKs) will be permitted to carry 
only the Question Period on the community channel and 
must notify the Commission of such carriage.

U.K, critics cool to Kain and troupe 


LONDON (CP) — The au¬ 
dience loved it, but the 
critics were less receptive to 
the royal gala opening of the 
National Ballet of Canada's 
week-long program. 

The company danced 
.Swan Lake before Princess 
Margaret, the first time a 
Canadian troupe has ap¬ 
peared at Covent Garden's 
Royal Opera House. 

Clement Crisp in The Fi¬ 
nancial Times, praised the 
floral arrangements, stating 
"all praise to the Canadians 
for showing us how the the¬ 
atre ought to look — and so 
rarely does — for a special 
event." 

"The National Ballet is 
clearly determined to show 
its classical credentials this 
sea.son,” Crisp writes. 

"The style of the ensemble 
is neat, well-mannered, but 
the staging Is one of those 
wilful exercises which per¬ 
verts the accepted text of 


Swan Lake in order to reas¬ 
sert Siegfried as the focal 
point of the ballet.” 

Fernau Hall, in The Tele¬ 
graph, pays tribute to the 
company's bravery in choos¬ 
ing Swan Lake as an open¬ 
er. 

"Tba decision was unwise, 
for the defects of the produc¬ 
tion and the dancing stood 
out all too clearly. 

"One of the most disturb¬ 
ing features of the Canadian 
production was Erik Bruhn's 
choreography." 

Mary Clarke, in The 
Guardian, writes: 

"There is a tastele.ss addi¬ 
tion to the end of the great 
Ivanov Act II pas de deux 
when all the swans break out 
into merry caperings and de¬ 
stroy the elegiac ending. 

"There are some very ugly 
lifts in which Odette is car¬ 
ried virtually upside down, 
her legs exposed to the audi¬ 
ence. 


Rival Wayne 
films clashing 

HOLLYWOOD tAP) — Rival television film biogra¬ 
phies of the late John Wayne are moving toward a show¬ 
down. with the actor's family trying to say who is going to 
be the man in the white hat. 

CBS and Warner Bros. Television are planning a three- 
hour movie based on Shooting Star, a 1974 biography of the 
late actor by Maurice Zolotow. But Wayne's oldest son. 
Michael, announced plans Tue.sday for the family's own film 
biography for ABC. 


"The third act contains 
clowns (always a danger) 
and Bruhn has rechoreo¬ 
graphed the black swan pas 
de deux in a way which robs 
it of excitement.”

Hall, in The Telegraph. 
says Augustyn showed 
“some real sense of style, 
though certain aspects of his 
technique — such as his 
preparation for turns in the 
air — were faulty.” 

“As Odette-Odile, Karen 
Kain showed an awkward 
line and poor sense of style 
throughout. She displayed 
little feeling for characteri¬ 
sation and even her make-up 
was faulty. 

"Her dancing had none of 
the artistry so characteristic 
of the dancing of Lois Smith, 
the first prima ballerina of 
the company."- 

Crisp had praise for 
“promising soloists, not the 
least the soaring Raymond 
Smith of the first scene's pas 
de trois.” 


“Impressive, also, the ap¬ 
pearance of Mary Jago as 
Siegfried's favored compan¬ 
ion and the dignity of 
Charles Kirby as his tutor." 

He found the dramatic 
playing of Kain and Augus- 
lyn “rather cool," but 
added: - -. * • 

"Together, they suggest 
the freshness of style that is 
a characteristic of this com¬ 
pany, and one very welcome 
to the Royal Opera House 
stage.” 

The Guardian says "The 
company, which must not be 
Judged too harshly on this 
showing, are well drilled but 
have little opportunity to be 
more competent." 

The Telegraph, which 
headlined its review “Brave 
opening by Canada's ballet,” 
says: 

“The company can do 
much better than this and we 
may hope that it will present 
a quite different image in 
future programs.” 

Ian Woodward, writing in 
The Evening News, says: 

“If you are going to make 
your debut at the Royal 
Opera House, as these hand¬ 
some Canadians did, you 
may as well do it with a 
splash.

The crown corporation will 
seek a cease-and-desist 
order from the B.C. Labor 
Relations Board to prevent 


striking Teamsters from 
picketing its wharves in the 
event that it is forced to 
obtain fuel from three oil 
companies being struck by 
the Teamsters, a corpora¬ 
tion spokesman said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The corporation will use 
up today a special 72,000-gal¬ 
lon shipment from Shell Oil, 


which is not affected by the 
strike, and unless more fuel 
is obtained by Friday, one of 
every three sailings could 
cut. 

The only other available 
inventories of fuel for the 
ferries are held by the struck 
Gulf, Chevron and Imperial 
companies. They are pre¬ 
pared to deliver the fuel 


with supervisory personnel, 
but that would probably re¬ 
sult in pickets at the ferry 
terminals. 

“We have to consider our 
responsibility to meet the 
demand for service placed 
on us," the spokesman 
said. 

Highways Minister Alex 
Fraser said Wednesday that 


many ferries are running on 
their reserve tanks and if 
fuel cannot be obtained, 
some will have to be taken 
out of service. 

On Tuesday, fuel short¬ 
ages caused the cancellation 
of two sailings on the Horse¬ 
shoe Bay-Langdale run to 
the Sechelt Peninsula.

Turnover totalled 138,360 
shares, due in large part to 
strong interest by institu¬ 
tional investors. 


Better training links 
urged for rural MDs 


Recruiting physicians for 
rural areas would be easier 
if they could be guaranteed 
belter access to continuing 
education programs, a 
Queen Charlotte Islands 
physician believes. 

Dr. George Dcagle of Mas- 
set says in an article in the 


B.C. Medical Association 
Journal that rural doctors 
are often stigmatized, not 
only within their own pro¬ 
fession but by the people 
they serve. 

"It was indeed a shatter¬ 
ing experience to have one of 
my first patients confide 


that she saw a city doctor 
once or twice a year for ‘a 
good medical check up.’’’ 

•Rural doctors . . . have a 
credibility and confidence 
problem—just because they 
practise medicine in an iso¬ 
lated area.” 

The main obstacles to a 
rural doctor’s keeping up 
with the latest advances in 
medicine are time and 
money, Deagle says. A tem¬ 
porary replacement is diffi¬ 
cult to find, and a physician 
who can find the time to get 
away may not have enough 
money to support himself 
and his family for the dura¬ 
tion of his postgraduate edu¬ 
cation experience. 

Unlike most B.C. doctors, 
Deagle Is a salaried physic¬ 
ian (employed by the provin¬ 
cial government’s commu¬ 
nity health and human 
resource centre), and his 
terms of employment allow 
him to take post-graduate 
courses with pay. But even 
with that advantage, he still 
found it difficult to upgrade 
his skills in obstetrics, a 
major part of his practice 
and responsibility, he says. 

Inquiries showed there 
were no programs in B.C. 
specifically geared to assist 
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Minister disavows 
Tory MP's attack 
on Indian 'screams' 

OTTAWA (CP) — Indian Affairs Minister Jake Epp 
said Wednesday that statements by Tory MP Don Blenkarn 
criticizing the attitude of Indians “do not represent the' 
views of the government or the Progressive Conservative 
party. 

"Mr. Blenkarn has no responsibility in the party as a 
spokesman on Indian affairs,” Epp said. 

Blenkarn. in a letter to Noel Starblanket, president 
of the National Indian Brotherhood, said he is tired of 
Indians screaming that they cannot make it in this coun¬ 
try because of a lack of opportunity. 

"After all, you have been here longer than the rest of 
us." Blenkarn said in the letter. "Is there something 
mentally deficient in your attitude? "As a member of 
Parliament. . lam damn tired of your screaming.” 

But Epp said he believed “Indians are anxious to as¬ 
sume more responsibilities for improving their economic 
and social wellbeing and . . . Canada’s Indian population 
does have some legitimate complaints about the way it has 
been treated by previous governments." 
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"If they get time off for 
good behavior, they will be 
out of jail in time to vote in 
the Quebec referendum.” he 
said. ”I believe in leniency, 
but not to that extent.” 

He also said the sentence 
was potentially dangerous, 
because “it invited terror¬ 
ism and intolerable acts 
against the state and the 
people of Canada." 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The case of two 
Burnaby bachelors who wanted to learn to 
fend for themselves with a needle and 
thread has been upheld by the British 
Columbia human rights branch. 

David Rogers, 28, said he and Danny 
Brown. 29. were advised in a letter from 
the branch that they could enrol in a 
sewing class offered by Albee Sewing 
Centre in Burnaby. 

The men were turned away when they 
tried to enrol in the course earlier this year 
on grounds that their presence in the 


all-woman class would be disruptive. As 
compensation, they were offered instruc¬ 
tion in mending, but took their complaint to 
the human rights branch. 

Rogers, a mechanic who has been work¬ 
ing as a restaurant headwaiter. said he 
and Brown, a security guard, expect to get 
a lot of needling from their women class¬ 
mates when the les.sons start in Septem 
ber

"1 can't understand the 
sentence, " the Conservative 
MP said in an interview 
"The normal penalty for 
kidnapping is eight to 10 
years. They left Canada be¬ 
cause they said our country 
was rotten and went to Cuba. 
and then from Cuba to 
France.

LERWICK, Shetland 
Islands (AP) — Rescuers 
hauled up two Americans 
who had been trapped 17 
hours in a diving bell on 
Ihe North Sea floor but 
the British National Oil 
Corp. said later they 
were dead. 

h’irsi reports from the 
slate-run corporation 
said Ihe men were alive 
when the bell was on the 
seabed. The company 
said later the bell's air 
line was intact and the 
men apparently died in a 
decompression chamber. 
There was no elabora¬ 
tion. 

The company said the 
bell's support cable 
broke early W'ednesday 
as Ihe men were examin¬ 
ing an offshore oil well 
and the bell plunged to 
the ocean floor. 170 
metres below Ihe sur¬ 
face. 

The divers were em¬ 
ployed by Infabco Diving 
.Services of Aberdeen and 
were working under con¬ 
tract to the corporation in 
the Thistle field 208 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of the 
Shctlands. 

An initial attempt to 
connect a cable to the bell 
failed but a second was 
successful and the bell 
was hauled up. A special 
decompression chamber 
to bring the mens' sys¬ 
tems back to sea level 
pressure was affixed to 
Ihe bell. 

The deaths raised to at 
least 32 Ihe number of 
divers who have been 
killed in the North Sea 
oilfields since operations 
there began in 1971.

Tattered and jobless hundreds 


stage sit-in on doorstep of Peking power 


PEKING (AP) - Hun¬ 
dreds of tattered, unem¬ 
ployed Chinese from near 
and far-flung provinces 
staged a sit-in Wednesday on 
Ihe crimson and gold door¬ 
step of the Chinese govern¬ 
ment, Their grievances var¬ 
ied. their demand was the 
same: "Help us.” 

They were not the winter's 
dissidents and idealists of 
“Democracy Wall” — just 
west on broad Chang An Av¬ 
enue. They didn't talk of 
human rights. Their cry was 
for the basics: jobs, housing, 
food, righted wrongs — 
mostly jobs. 

About 400 protesters ar¬ 
rived in the morning at 
Chungnanhai, part of the im¬ 


perial Forbidden City where 
the government sits, the 
Communist party central 
committee lives and party 
Chairman Hua Guofeng re¬ 
sides. 

They would stay, several 
vowed, until someone lis¬ 
tened to their complaints 
and did something. Most 
grievances stemmed from 
the Cultural Revolution and 
“Gang of Four" years, they 
said. 

The Gang of Four — the 
late chairman Mao Tse- 
tung’s widow and three other 
radicals — have been discre 


dited and reported impri¬ 
soned. 

That era was when the 
demonstrators lost their jobs 
and loved ones and when 
they suffered persecution 
and imprisonment, they 
said. Now the times are 
changed but stiii they are out 
of work. 

No vioience was reported 
at the gate, which bears the 
words of Mao: "Serve the 
Peopie.” 

There was no official com¬ 
ment and protesters said 
they had not been permitted 


to see any Communist Party 
or government officials. 

By 9 p.m. local time, the 
number of protesters had 
dwindled to about 150, who 
sat quietly, talking, smoking 
and fanning themselves in 
the thick heat. Thousands of 
curious bicyclists and other 
passersby converged on the 
midsummer night's scene 
not far from Tien An Men 
Square. But they were kept 
moving and at a distance by 
a handful of soldiers and 
about 30 policemen in 
white. 

The building has been the 


focus of other demonstra¬ 
tions by disgruntled citizens. 
The last was in December. 

Wednesday's protesters 
were a shabby, tired and 
soiled lot, the pockets of dis¬ 
content in what is billed as 
new socialist China. They 
have become the street peo¬ 
ple of Peking, itinerant pro¬ 
testers who made their pil¬ 
grimages from as far away 
as Xinjiang and Qinhai prov¬ 
inces. 

Those who were inter¬ 
viewed said they were not 
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'Redress an injustice,’ say some signs of protestors
